JAPAN.

YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port by the present mail extend to the 
4th November. The French mail from London, Sept. 12, had 
arrived out. 

The Japan Mail gives the following list of the members of the 
Cabinet :— 

Sanjio (Daigo daijin), remains Prime Minister until his re- 
storation to health, but will meanwhile be represented in his 
duties by Iwakura (Udaijin), late Chief of the Embassy. 
Okuma (Hizen), main Sangi, or Councillors of State ; 








Okubo (Satsuma), the first as Minister for Finance, the 
Oki Hizen), third as Minister for Education. 
Terashima (Satsuma), becomes Sangi and Minister for Foreign 
Affairs in place of Soyejima. 
een (Chosiu), becomes Sangi and Minister for Public 
orks. 

Katsu (Tokugawa) becomes Sangi and Minister of Marine. 

Saigo Kichinosuke, remains Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army, but will be absent from the capital for a short period. 

3 Sanjio, therefore, remains Daijo daijin or First Minister of 
tate. 

The post of Sadaijin, Second Minister of State, is unfilled. 

Iwakura takes the post of Third Councillor of State, but acts 
temporarily for Sanjio. 

e regret to learn that the P.M.S.S. Ariel, which sailed from 
Yokohama, bound from Hakodate, on the 26th October, was, 
twenty-four hours later, stranded on a rock ata point on the 
coast some four miles to the north-east of Toyama. The passen- 
gers and crew were safely landed, and at daylight the Arie 
slipped from the rock and: sank in deep water, the head of her 
mainmast alone being visible. Captain Newell speaks of the 
attention shown by the country people to the shipwrecked crew 
and passengers. All will return to Yokohama overland. The 
Avie, thowsh an old vessel, was in excellent condition, and in 
favourable repute. She came into the possession of the P.M.S.S. 
Company towards the close of the American war, and has for 
some three years past. been 3 dee in the Shanghai and Hako- 
date carrying trades. We need scarcely add that the compan 
are their own insurers, and that the loss of the Arie wil fall 
upon their insurance fund. 

The Italian frigate Garibaldi, on board which ship the Duke of 
Genoa is serving as midshipman, left here on the morning of 
the Ist November, en rowte for the Sandwich Islands and San 
Francisco. 

The Commissioners for the examination of the claims of 
foreigners against the old Hans have resumed their sittings. 
The case of Messrs. Kirby and Co. against the Tonami Han, ad- 
journed from the 3rd October, was resumed, and has since been 
closed. The case of Blackiston versus Hirosaki Han has since 
occupied the attention of the Court. 

It is stated by the Kubun Jsusshi that H.M. the Empress is 
enceinte. 

The Japanese Educational Department has directed a re- 
turn to be made to it or the various mineral springs in the 
country, their curative properties and other particulars of in- 
terest. 

We have been given to understand that the second telegraph 
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cable was successfully laid across Simonoseki Straits, and that a 
third was laid on the following day, but taken up again the day 
afterwards. As we have as vet received no further particulars, 
we can only suppose that the third cable was merely daid tem- 
porarily as an experiment.

HIOGO. 

The //erald states that great preparations are being made in 
Kioto for the Exhibition to be opened on March Ist, to continue 
for one hundred days ; hotels, tea-houses, and gallanty-shows are 
also busy in spreahite their nets. 

It is confidently spoken of by good authorities that the pas- 
senger traffic will commence on January 1st, 1874, on the rail- 
way between Hiogo, Kobe, and Osaka, 

The ews says :—We have received a piece of information 
from a Japanese source, which, if true, will affect Kobe and 
Iliogo to a considerable extent. We have heard that it is the 
intention of the Government to establish a barrack either in 
Hiogo or in some village not far to the Westward. We are glad 
of this, inasmuch as disciplined protection of Hiogo and Kobe 
is a very good thing, but we hope that if the barrack is estab- 
lished as suggested, care will be taken that the soldier will be 
kept, at any rate, so much in order that our protector may not 
become a nuisance. 


CHINA.

SHANGHAT, 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 7th 
Nov.; no later mail from London had arrived out, but the 
P. and O. mail of Sept. 19 was hourly expected. The following 
items of news are from the North China Herald :— 


The Race Meeting having taken up four days of the week we 
have little local news. The meeting commenced on Friday, the 
31st Oct., and was continued on Saturday, Monday, and Tues- 
day, charming weather prevailing all the time. On the whole, 
the races were very successful, although the Griffins did not turn 
out bright particular stars. Ravenshoe, the winner of the 
Griffins at last Spring Meeting, and who had maintained splendid 
condition, carried off five races, including the Criterion and 
Champion. 

Tn the United States Consular Court the hearing of an im- 
portant cause in Admiralty has commenced. The plaintiffs, 
Messrs. Russell and Co., seek to recover, by sale of the vessel or 
in sume other way, the sum of Tls. 11,946.09, being for necessary 
materials supplied to carry out repairs and alterations on the 
steamer Ping On. The petitioners claim that the materials were 
supplied on the ercdit of the steamer, and not of her owner, who, 
with his agents, declares his inability to meet the outlay. The 
setition is opposed by the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, who 
Jrold a mortgage on the vessel, duly registered at the United 
States Consulate-Gencral, and maintain that they have thus a 
prior interest in her value. They deny that the materials were 
supplied on the credit of the vessel, and that they were necessary 
to her proceeding on any particular voyage, and for these and 
other reasons pray that the petition be dismissed. Mr. Eames 
appeared for the plaintitfs, and Mr. Rennie for the defendants. 
Evidence having been taken, and Counsel heard, the case was 
adjourned. : 

A preliminary inquiry has been held before the Police Magi- 
strate, Mr. R. A. Mowat, into a charge brought by the Manager 
of the Deutsche Bank against Mr. G. G. Mayne, lately Manager 
of the Hongkew Wharf, of obtaining, while acting as such 
Manager, asum of Tls, 2,940 under false pretences. Mr. Mayne 
has been committed for trial, bail being accepted. 

«A meeting of the Sailors’ Home Committee has been held. 
The Report of the Working Committee and Accounts, showing 
a balance on working for the nine months to Sept. 30, of $1,537.25, 
were passed. The Superintendent’s report was also received, 
and a resolution was passed to apply a portion of the capital 
balance tothe payment of outstanding debentures. Some con- 
versation occurred on matters connected with the management of 
the Ifome. 

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders in the U. 8S. N. Co. 
has been held, at which a resolution regarding alterations in the 
Deed of Settlement passed at the previous meeting was confirmed. 

Mr. Brenan, of H.B.M.’s Consulate, leaves by the Curlew in a 
day or two, in order to convey to the King of the Loochoo 
Isliuds the thanks of H.M. Government for his humanity in 
affording relief to the crew of the Denures, and to present to him 
the gold watch and chain sent out from home. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes on the 2sth Oct. that the 
Viceroy called on the Peruvian Envoy on the 26th. The small 
ede of the wedge has been inserted as a beginning of the 
Peruvian ‘Treaty, but as yet nothing has been put on paper con- 
cerning it, Mcxsrs, Macpherson and Huber have not yet re- 
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turned from Peking, en route for Cuba ; but it was said when 
they left that they would only be absent a week, so we may soon 
see them down. It is said that Li Hung-chang has placed two 
Mandarins in the hongsa of the C.M.S.N. Co. at Tientsin and at 
Shanghai. 

A Ningpo correspondent writes that the Che-hsien died sud- 
denly in his yamen on the 31st Oct. Messrs. Saasoon, Sons, and 
Co, are bunding out the front of their property a little, to nearly 
the same width as Messrs. Wadman and Co.’s, which it adjoins ; 
this will improve the appearance of the river bank. H.M.’s 
Consul, Mr. Alabaster, has been doing a useful work lately, in 
getting the title deeds of foreign-owned land put in order, and 
stamped by the Taoutai. It appears this had never before been 
done. Everything otherwise dull, as usual. 

We take the following from the Shanghai Courter :— 

There is a proposal to start in Shanghai an Association of En- 
gineers, for the interchange of ideas and experience with special 
reference to China. We think the project, if wisely carried 
out, likely to do much good. 

Mr. Wade, British Minister at Peking, accompanied by Hon. 
T. R. Grosvenor and Mr. Malet, Secretaries of Legation, arrived 
here on the 2nd November, from Foochow, in the steamer 
gta 
The United States flagship Hartford, having on board Admiral 
Jenkins, has returned from her up-river trip. 





FOOCHOW. 
We take the following from the Foochow Herald :— 
An extensive fire took place at Foochow on the 27th Oct. 
Several lives were lost, and much property destroyed. 


A review of the Chinese troops in garrison at Foochow, 
amounting to between 3,000 and 4,000 men, was held on the 
26th ult. on the Tartar Parade Ground. 

Dr. Osgood, of the American Mission, rts that on the pied 
to Yeng-ping he passed what had been the site of the Engli 
Chapel recently torn down by a Chinese mob. 

e annual meeting of the American M. E. Mission, which com- 
menced on Wednesday, the 8th Oct., continued for a week, with 
constantly increasing interest. The native preachers were ex- 
amined in the studies of the past year. Bishop Harris was for- 
mally introduced to the Conference, and warmly welcomed ; after 
which he introduced the Rev. Dr. Waugh, Rev. Messrs. Hough- 
ton and Spencer, and the Rev. T. G. Selby, of the Wesleyan 
Mission at Canton, to the Conference. The Rev. W. W. Haw- 
kins, British chaplain, was introduced to the Conference. Eleven 
preachers were continued on trial, and five assigned to the Theo- 
logical School. Eight were admitted on trial, of whom two were 
assigned to the school. 

The statistical report was read, showing the mt number of 
natives connected with the mission to be, members, 1,025 ; bap- 
tised children, 301; probationers, 595 ; total, 1,921. Earnest 
prayer was offered by Rev. W. A. Spencer, Rev. 8S. L. Baldwin 
translating sentence by sentence. Sea Sek Ong spoke of the 
self-support of the native churches, and on his own experiened 
in depending entirely on the native Christians for his support 
for three years past. Bishop Harris made an address to the cons 
ference on the subject, which was received with great intereat. 

On the 14th Oct. the subject of education was discussed by 
two of the native preachers. 

The services were all held in a tent erected on the mission 
premises, which presented a very pleasant appearance when lit 
up with its many Chinese lanterns in the evening. 

The visit of Bishop Harris and the ministers accompanyi 
him was highly appreciated by the native ers, and Trill 
long be remembered by them, as well as by the missionaries, 
with great delight. 

After visiting some country stations, Bishop Harris will pro-. 
ceed to Canton ; and thence after a brief visit to that port to 
India, where he is to hold the annual conference of the M.E. 
Mission at Lucknow early in January next. 

The Foochow foreign pilots are said to be on strike. 





SWATOW. 
A correspondent writes :—Mr. Wade, C.B., and suite visited 
this port on Oct. 25th and were entertained at the British 
Consulate, where they were called on by the Acting Consul for 
the Netherlands. They left the same day per Hailoong for the 
North. The Ling-feng has returned from her stay at Amoy 
and has taken up her old position abreast of the Consular jetty. 
Another distinguished visitor has also been favouring us wi 

his presence lately. Much to the terror of the natives a large 
tiger has been prowling about the valleys, and has even wandered 
as far as into the foreign settlement on Kakchio, more especially 
affecting the vicinity of Messrs. Quelch and Campbell’s slanghter 

houses, for reasons apparent to the meanest intellect. A part 
of Europeans, reinforced by some sailors from the Ling-feng, alt 
armed to the teeth with rifles, cutlasses, pistols and crackers, 
started last Sunday to bring back his body or die. They pro- 
ceeded up the valley in the rear of the slaughter-houses, and 
explored every cleft and cave in the “ mountain fastness,” but 
finding the trail to grow rather too fresh, they returned about 

, 0 P.M, without having accomplished their object or even died, 
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The site for the race course has been settled on, and measured 
off, being about five-eighths of a mile round. There was some 
little difficulty at first in obtaining the ground, as the natives 
naturally imagined it was some cunning device of the foreign 
devils to secure possession of it for ever and aye ; but all diffi- 
culties were eventually smoothed over, and the meeting may be 
expected to come off towards the end of December. The train- 
ing has begun (not without an accident that might have proved 
fatal to one of the riders, who was thrown on his head), and there 
is a very fair show of ponies.

Amongst the mgers by the steamer Laptek were seven 
men, a part of the crew of the bark Amadeo, of Glasgow, re- 


cently wrecked on her passage from Ilo Ilo to Zebu, where she 
was to have loaded for London. The master went home from 
Zebu, and the officers and the remainder of the crew were fortu- 
nate enough to get shipped there. 

The arrival of the Canton steamer on the 30th was looked for- 
ward to with unusual interest by those Chinese who had specu- 
lated in the Wai Sing lottery, as the names of the successful 
candidates at the triennial examination were pe up this morn- 
ing at Canton, and in the absence of telegraphic communication 
between this place and that city the intelligence was brought on 
here by the steamer. Soon after the steamer’s arrival, hawkers 
were seen running along the streeta, selling the list of names. 
The Kai-yuen, or chief of the Ku-yen, is a young man of 
eighteen years of age only; he is a native of Namhoi. The 
oldest successful candidate is aged fifty-eight years, and the 


youngest seventeen years of age. 
The gambling houses at Chinese aaa 3 are sean causing 
some trouble. It appears that since licensed gambling was dis- 


continued here it has flourished famously at Kowloong, but 
when the matter was brought to the notice of the Viceroy, we 
believe by the Colonial Government, officers were at once sent 
to close the establishment. Since that time, however, gambling 
has been revived under new auspices, and the old monopolist, 
who had paid already heavily for the privilege, and whose ope- 
rations hadbeen so abruptly terminated by the Viceroy, claimed 
his right to continue, upon gambling being renewed by the new 
monopolist. This led to disturbances, and the former petitioned 
the Sunon magistrate, who exercises superior jurisdiction over 
Kowloong. His Worship at once sent constables to close the 
establishments, but the blers resisted the interference. 
When this was brought to his notice, he sent a party of soldiers 
to Kowloong and arrested the four principal men of ‘the four 
establishments, who now remain in his yamen awaiting punish- 
ment, or a possible compromise. From this it may be seen that 
the Magistrate and the local authorities at Kowloong fail to view 
the native weakness for gambling from the same standpoint— 
the latter evidently-extending a certain amount of protection to 
the new monopolist. 

Notwithstanding: the fact that the Indian mail packet Hindos- 
tan was “caught in a typhoon,” she has just completed dis- 
charging her cargo, the condition of which has most agreeably 
disappointed the consignees and the underwriters alike. Except- 
ing the external d: ed appearance of a number of opium 
chests, the damage to the contents being comparatively trifling, 
her dead-weight, consisting of saltpeire, as come out in as good 
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a condition as if she never encountered the boisterous weather 
she did. This certainly speaks volumes for the steamer’s strength, 
and, in a measure, of the ability of her officers in attending to 
the exigencies of the occasion at the peril of their lives. Of 
course all that were on the deck, amongst whom was a horse, 
were washed overboard ; and upon the deck-passengers falls most 
heavily the consequences of the typhoon, since their luggage, con- 
taining in some instances sole bills of exchange, have been washed 
clean away. 

The Canton Court Circular recorded the fact of a mandarin 
having, on the 3rd_inst., escorted some Chinese emigrants from 
Canton to Whampoa to embark. 

The wreck of the Amadeo has been sold at Ilo Ilo for $300. 

Owing to a clear night and almost cloudless sky, coupled with 
a full moon, the eclipse of this week was as clearly visible as could 
be wished. Between ten and eleven o’clock it was seen to great 
advantage. We belicve it caused a deal of anxiety to the Chinese, 
many of whom were beating as if for their ver fives upon gongs, 
drums, and other sonorous articles, with the object of driving or 
frightening away the “ toad that was devouring the moon.” 
“Whe old Melville had her second anchor hauled up, and the 
tug Fame was placed ahead of her ready to tow her to Canton 
tabs broken up. H.M.S. Flamer (atiallenax hospital) will be 
moored in her place to mark the N.W. limit of the man-of-war 
anchorage. 

We learn from Canton that the opening of the Club Concordia 
is to take place on Wednesday next, when a ball will be given 
to the residents. The little theatre which occupies the main 
gale of the building has been most tastefully designed by 

r. Salway, and with the assistance of Mr. Baptista has assumed 
an appearance that reflects the highest credit upon both architect 
and decorator. A commodious bowling alley and the usual out- 
houses occupy the remainder of the lot, the central square bein 
reserved as a flower garden, which, in the favourable climate o 
Canton, will in a very short time doubtless assume a pleasing 
appearance. The building generally speaks well for the taste 
and foresight of the committee under whose direction it has 
been erected. 

A Macao correspondent of the Press writes :—The Superinten- 
dent of Chinese Emigration, Mr. H. A. P. Rodrigues, who is to 
leave China on the 20th Nov. by the French mail, is to be: re- 

laced by Mr. A. F. Marques Pereira, the ex-Procurador of 
acao. It is stated that our late Governor, Ponte e Horta, will 
very probably be Viscount de S. Januario’s successor ; that he will 
bring Sernio’s son for his Secretary, and Mr. Tavara, who was 
Attorney-General of this place a few years ago, will be made 
Chief Justice. 

A cricket match has been played between the Club Eleven and 
H.M.’s 80th Regiment. The Hong Kong Club won the toss for 
innings, and succeeded in obtaining 66 runs, the 80th following 
for 87, with the “ not outs” and three to come. When play was 
resumed next day the 80th men brought their score up to 144, 
and the Club then commenced their second innings, during which 
they scored 130, This left the 80th four runs to make, which 
they made, thus winning the match by eight wickets. 


CHINESE DEPUTATION. 

A deputation of some of the respectable Chinese residents 
waited on H.E. the Governor. The first subject brought for- 
ward by the Governor was the great mortality, according to the 
Registrar General’s report, of female over male children. The 
Committee replied that most of the deaths reported were of 
female children brought into the colony from Canton, where the 
parents, in order to make away with their superfluous progeny, 

ad them sent away by stealthy means. The evil was great, but 
the Committee could not see any remedy to check it, for the pre- 
vention of such children from being brought into the colony 
would drive the collectors to dispose of them elsewhere and by 
other means, and if people were prohibited from taking children 
to the asylums here, it would deprive those unfortunate children 
of a chance of life. 

The next subject discussed was that of the dissection of bodies 
at inquests, and his Excellency promised he would try to meet 
the wishes of the Chinese as far as possible, but where post 
mortem examination was necessary, it must be done. 

The third subject was the use of Chinese antidotes for saving 
people who had taken poison. His Excellency said the three 

inds of alum generally used by the Chinese were poisons in 
themselves. The deputation said in the Chinese hospitals dif- 
ferent remedies were used, and they proposed to have their pre- 
scriptions printed and circulated amongst the Chinese. ey 
wished the Colonial Surgeon would give them the best remedies 
according to English practice, so that they could include them in 
the printed preenr eons and then people might choose for them- 
selves the Chinese or English remedies. The Governor promised 
them his aid. While on this subject his Excellency made a raid 
against the incapacity of Chinese doctors ; he thought they 
ought to have some sort of examination before they were allowed 
to practice. As matters now stood, the profession of medicine 
was only adopted by Chinese when they failed in all other pro- 
fessions. The deputation quite agreed with the Governor that 
there should be some sort of examination. 

The next subject was brought forward by the deputation, who 
asked his Excellency to abolish the carriage of lanterns, 
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The deputation next brought to the notice of the Governor 
the dangerous state of the east and west streets in Taipiegshan. 
Mr. Tonnochy, who was present, said the matter had been already 
brought to the notice of the Surveyor-General by him some 
three weeks ago, and the Surveyor-General had then expressed 
his satisfaction that the matter had been brought to his notice. 
The deputation then retired. 

Mr. W. H. Tapp, of H.B.M. Consulate Service at Shanghai, 
proceeds home by the present mail steamer, to assist in framing 
an Order in Council, constituting Shanghai a port of registry for 
shipping. 





PHILIPPINES.

MANILA. 

We learn from Manila that, thanks to the efforts of the Acting 
British Consul at that port, seconded by Lieutenant-Commander 
Boulton, of H.M. gunboat Kestrel, the Spanish authorities have 
been persuaded to release Mr. Field, who, it will be recollected, 
was a passenger on board the Maria Louise. We further learn 
that after the Gazelle had been given up, a similar offer was 
made to the captain of the Maria Louise, who, however, pre- 
ferred retaining his claim for compensation to accepting the 
vessel under conditions which would have debarred him from 
obtaining adequate redress. 

16,028 pesetas have been subscribed in Manila towards the 
erection at Logrona of a statue to General Espartero. The de- 
mand for tickets for the December lottery is extremely great, 80 
much so that the supply will not be equal to the requirements. 
Already a large number have been sent across to China, our 
friends there being as anxious as ourselves to get rich by one 
stroke ; new wheels and numbers have been specially constructed 
for the drawing of this grand lottery. 

Signor Steffani’s Opera Troupe was ig isneee at Manila, by the 
Mariveles, en route from Europe as far as Singapore by the French 
mail of the 12th September. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 20th Nov. ; the 
P. and O. mail from London Oct. 17 arrived out on the 17th Nov 
The following items are from the Strats Times :— 

The Local Government has sent two Commissioners, one, the 
Hon. J. W. W. Birch, Colonial Secretary,—to represent the 
Government, and the other, Mr. R. B. Read,—nominated by the 
Chamber of Commerce, at the request of H. E. the Govenor, to 
represent the commercial interests of the Colony, at the Coro- 
nation of the young King of Siam, which was to take place on 
the 16th inst. The two Commissioners left in the Colonial 
steamer Pluto on the 10th inst. H.M.S. Thalia has also gone 
to Bangkok, to be present during the ceremony. This concession 
by the Governor towards the merchants is in striking contrast 
t» the former administration, and augurs well for future peace 
and good will between the Executive and the community. 

His Excellency the Governor held a levee at Government 
House on the afternoon of the 7th Nov., which was very nume- 
rously attended. Lady Clarke intended to have held a reception 
for ladies at the same time, but was obliged, through indisposi- 
tion, to postpone it until the 14th. On the morning of the 8th 
Sir Andrew Clarke was waited upon by a deputation of Free- 
masons, headed by Mr. W. H. Read, who presented his Excel- 
lency with an address asking him to become patron of their 
Order in the Colony, his Excellency being a distinguished mem- 
ber of the fraternity. 

The weather in the China Sea has been more than usually 
boisterous, and there have been a number of casualties. There 
were typhoons on the 20th, 28th, and 31st Oct., and several ves- 
sels have put in here for repair, having been dismasted and sus- 
tained other damage. The steamers Glenlyon and Hindostan, 
hence to Hong Kong, encountered the typhoon of the 31st in all 
its fury, and had a serious time of it—the Glenlyon having a 
narrow escape, and losing a number of Chinese deck passengers 
overboard. The accounts that have reached us so far from the 
Philippines give a dismal picture of the ravages of the hurricanes 
on land, some towns having been almost wholly destroyed. It 
is rumoured that there are several more ships outside, more or 
less disabled, making for this port. 

Though we hear no more of the Laroot disturbances in the 
territory itself, from late advices it would appear that the rival 
factions have not yet been fully pacified, but that some of the 
fizhting men, in armed row-boats containing each some forty to 
fifty oarsmen and some twenty riflemen, waylay and massacre 
the crews of junks owned by the opposite faction. Three junks 
were lately robbed by these piratical craft, within sight of a 
British man-of-war, which lay at anchor without her fires lit— 
the great speed with which these boats can be propelled enabling 
the pirates to commit this daring depredation with impunity. 
The Midge and Avon, with the steam-launch Mata fata, have 
gone down from Penang to endeavour to find out and capture 
the piratical gang. 
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The forts at the mouth of the Salangore river, which were 
until lately in the possession of adherents of Rajah Mahdie, 
have again fallen into the hands of Tunku dia Oodin, the recog- 
nised ruler of the territory, who may now be said to hold undis- 
puted possession of the country. e trust that by the timely 
action and influence of the Government of this ony @ recur- 
rence of the anarchy which has so long prevailed in Klang and 
ag Ne to the great injury of our trade and the pecuniary 
loss of British subjects interested in tin mining and other ven- 
tures, will be prevented. . 

The principal event of local interest during the past fortnight 
has been the Autumn Race Moeing of the Ringapiors Sporting 
Club, which began on November 6th, and extended over three 
days. H.E. Sir Andrew Clarke and Lady Clarke honoured the 
Stand with their presence, and there was a good attendance at 
the Stand and enclosure on ull three days. The racing was 
excellent, and the prizes were pretty evenly distributed, only one 
horse winning more than a single stake. The meeting was one 
of the most successful held during the past three or four years, 
and from the number of new and good racers brought forward 
we hope to see another excellent meeting next spring.

IMPORTS. 

Yorouama.—The market had been extremely quiet, partly owing to 
a depreciation in the value of the native currency, and partly to the 
Ministerial changes. In Grey Shirtings a much smaller business had 
been done at lower prices for the heavier weights ; Yarns had been 
almost neglected, except Nos. 38 to 42, which were firm ; low prices for 
Chintz and’ Black Velvets were reported, and in other Cotton goods 
there had been no change, while in Woollens next to nothing had been 
done.’ The stock of Metals being unsuitable, there had not been much 
doing. 

Haxxow.—The feature of the fortnight had been an improved de- 
mand for 8}lbs. Grey Shirtings and Jeans, in which a fair business 
had been doing, but other descriptions of goods had shown little or no 


| activity. Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., had found buyers to the extent of 


about 18,000 pieces at gradually hardening rates, which at the close 
showed an advance of about three candareens on those ruling at the 
departure of last mail ; 10 Ibs. were rather firmer, though the demand 
was very limited ; in lighter weights business had been small at un- 
changed prices. Woollens and Worsteds: The demand had continued 
to fall off, and there was only a limited business to report, and that 
chiefly in Long Ells, for which a slight advance had been obtained ; in 
other kinds but little had been done. Figured Orleans continued in 
fair request at prices which showed no alteration. Metals: Lead, very 
little demand, rates as last advised. Quicksilver, Tis. 112 to 115 per 
icul. 

: SHancHar.—Cottons: There had been a good general demand, with, 
however, no advance in price, except in the article of 8-4 Grey Shirt- 
ings. Holders had met the inquiry fairly, but business had been inter- 
rupted to a certain extent by the intervention of the Autumn Races. 
The stock of 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings had been much reduced, and prices 
had advanced for ordinary makes, but 7 Ibs. Cloth had not improved at 
all. Heavy Shirtings had been in no demand. White Shirtings were 
firmly held, and the sales effected were very few. T-Cloths had not 
advanced, some holders were pressing sales of their stocks with in- 
different success ; no advance in value could be obtained. Drills were 
again lower. Jeans had been placed to a considerable extent at quota- 
tions. Sheetings were almost unsaleable. Complaints of mildew in all 
descriptions of Grey Cotton Goods were very general, and losses in some 
instances had been most severe. Fancy Cottons: The demand for 
Velvets, Gentian Shirtings, and Dyed Brocades had continued, and 
prices were firm. Chintzes were only saleable at very low rates, and 
dealers showed little anxiety to clear their purchases. Woollens : 
Spanish Stripes, Camlets, and Long Ells had continued in good inquiry, 
but without improvement in price. Figured Orleans, both of Hankow 
and Tientsin patterns, were readily saleable. Assorted Plain Orleans 
were also wanted, but Plain Black were inno demand. There had 
been no improvement in the value of Medium or Broad Cloths. In 
Metals there was very little business doing. 

Hoxa Kone.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co. report as follows :—Cotton 
Yarns : Common qualities of Nos. 16 to 24 are now in good supply and 
are quoted lower, but the better chops are becoming scarce and are 
firmly held ; Nos. 28 to 32 are quiet and unchanged ; Nos. 38 to 42 
are not wanted by the Chinese, but are being bought by foreigners for 
the Japan market at rather dearer prices. Piece Goods: Transactions 
have been limited in extent, and with the exception of an improvement 
in the position of White Shirtings values generally have undergone no 
change. 7 lb. Grey Shirtings are neglected, and 8-4 Ib. receive but 
little attention. Prices of T-Cloths are unaltered, but at last figures 7 Ib. 
Mexicans are in fair demand. Drills are hard to place and quoted prices 
are nominal, Turkey Reds are not wanted. Woollens: Long Ells are 
dearer, and Assorted are scarce. Blankets of 10 lbs. weight are sale- 
able, but 7 lbs. are not wanted at the moment. Spanish Stripes are 
quoted somewhat lower, as dealers are said to be losing on their pre- 
vious purchases, and are now declining to buy. Values of Lastings are 
maintained. Camlets have been sparingly dealt in, as at present prices 
but few buyers will operate. Metals: Nail Rod Iron is in demand ata 
sensible advance ; Bar is also 5 to 10 cents dearer, and Iron Wire is 
quoted 20 to 25 cents higher. Both natives and foreigners have been 
operating in Lead, and an improvement of 50 cents per picul is now 
noted. Quicksilver is scarce and is held at a further advance of $18 to 
20 per picul. Coals: The arrivals have been 8,083 tons, comprising 
8,380 tons of English, 3,260 tons of Cardiff, and 1,453 tons of 
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Australian. The only sale has been a cargo of 1,000 tons of Australian 
at $10.75 ex ship. Present quotations are about the same as last 
given, but the market is rather quieter, as consumers are not buying 
until forced to do so by their wants. Rick.—The market is still quiet, 
and present values are much the same as those last quoted, buyers 
showing but little disposition to operate at the moment. 

Canton.—Measrs. Deacon and Co.’s Circular says:—We are still with- 
out any encouraging advice from home. The sixth crop is likely to 
turn out a short yield, and there is no present prospect of a lower scale 
of prices on this market. It is now almost certain that the export for 
season will not exceed, by much, 10,000 bales. A larger quantity than 
usual has been taken by the natives for the manufacture of piece goods, 
&c. Long Reels: About 100 piculs of Seulam, and other kinds, are 
said to have been purchased for Bombay. Re-reels have been in small 
demand. Settlements are estimated at 250 boxes. Finest Cumchuck 
and Lacklow sorts have advanced $10 to 20 per picul, whilst Cotten- 
gowns are quoted as formerly. Stock is computed at 2,200 bales, say— 
1,200 bales Tsatlee, 150 bales Loongkong, 150 bales Cumchucks, and 
700 bales of inferior silk. Waste: No settlements reported, quotations 
unaltered. 

Batavia.—The depression that has so long prevailed had been con- 
siderably intensified by some rather important failures amongst dealers, 
which had naturally caused renewed distrust and had tended further 
to restrict business. The ordinary demand for consumption was also 
being affected by sickness among the native population. In these 
circumstances sales were almost impracticable, even at the low and 
unremunerative rates nominally quoted. 

Srxcapore.—Messrs, Boustead’s Circular says :—Only a small busi- 
ness has been done in Piece Goods during the past fortnight, and prices 
have ruled in favour of buyers. Grey Shirtings 8} lbs. have been taken 
toa fair extent ; other weights are very dull. T-Cloths 6 lbs. and 7 
lbs. have been saleable, but are now neglected; 5 lbs. and lighter 
weights are very dull. White Shirtings Medium and fine makes have 
continued in fair request. Grey Yarn is in small stock and the price is 
firmer. Fancy Cottons are dull of sale. Woollens are in some request, 
and a moderate business has been transacted. Iron haa experienced 
no change during the fortnight ; prices are firm. Hoop and Swedish 
are wanted ; there are no stocks. Copper Sheathing of late has been 
taken more freely, but at the close there is less enquiry. Yellow Metal 
after last mail left was in some request, but later on the demand ceased 
and there is now very little doing. Zinc Sheathing is difficult of sale. 
Roll Zinc is out of stock and much wanted. Brasswire is enquired for, 
but only low rates are offered. Pig Lead is not now to be found in 
first hands ; buyers would probably pay rather over last price for spot 
parcels. Steel is firmly held, but a8 there is less enquiry for the 
article sales are limited. Gunpowder in kegs has been in good request 
at former rates. Candles are dull and sales are reported at lower prices. 
Coals are quiet and in the absence of recent transactions prices are 
rather weaker. : 

Penano.—The Market during the fortnight had again been rather 
quiet. Transactions had continued on a small scale only, and had been 
confined chiefly to local requirements, little or no change had occurred 
in quotations. Grey T. Cloths had commanded the most attention. 
Grey Shirtings had remained inactive at late rates. White staples 
were without alteration.

TEA. 

YoxouaMa.—Shortly after the date of last report further arrivals 
having come to hand a brisk demand took place, and some considerable 
settlements were made, which by nearly clearing the market, had 
again caused native dealers to raise their pretensions, and prices closed 
firm at an advance of $1 to 2 per picul for all grades. Settlements 
estimated at 5,500 piculs, making total to date, 54,800 piculs, against 
66,800 piculs at the same time last year. Quotations : Common 
(nominal) $20 to 22 ; good common (nominal) $24 to 26 ; medium $29 
to 32; good medium $33 to 36; fine $38 to 41; finest $43 to 47; 
choice $50 and upwards, per picul. Export from June Ist to date, 
6,167,430 Ibs., against 6,921,456 to corresponding date last season. 

’ Hanxow.—Settlements continued on a trivial scale, and the bulk of 
arrivals had again been forwarded to Shanghai for sale. 

Krvux1ana.—No local business had been done, and nothing of special 
interest had transpired other than the continued shipment of both 
Blacks and Greens to Shanghai on native account. 

Saancual.—Black : The business had been much the same as usual 
in the corresponding interval of the season, when the autumn holidays 
curtail purchases to some extent. Prices at the close were rather easier, 
though they were still full, considering the quality the Teas that could 
be bought. Supplies continued to come Lawes from the river ports 
in fair quantity. Settlements for the fortnight, 7,680 chests ; roship- 
ments on owners’ account, 200 chests. Stock, 23,800 chests. Green: 
Heavy settlements had been made at easier values. The tendency had 
been towards lower rates throughout the fortnight, and with large sup- 
plies, and unfavourable reports of the home markets, a still lower range 
of prices ought to be established. Moyunes had been most in excess, 
and in such kinds a reduction of Tls. 2 per picul was discernible, other 
descriptions of country, being obtainable at about a decline of Tl. 1 per 
picul. Pingsueys were pressed for sale at lower figures, but desirable 
parcels were becoming scarce, Settlements, 49,736 half-chesta ; reship- 
ments, 741 half-chests. 

Foocnow.—Congous had been less actively bought, but prices had 
not quotably declined. Settlements of Oolong reported during the in- 
terval, 9,085 half-chests. These purchases comprised cargo grades and 
fine strings, showing considerable irregularity in value. Tcamen assert 
that comparatively few more Oolongs were to come forward, and that 
the total supply for the season would not exceed 140,000 half-chests. 

Amoy anp Tamsul. — Some 5,000 packages of Oolongs had been 
bought during the fortnight at about the following quotations :—Com- 
mon cargo, $16 to 17 per picul; fair, $18 to 20; good, $23 to 24; 
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superior, $26 to 28 ; fine, $30 to 35; which were the current rates. 
Arrivals to date 142,333 half-chests ; settlements 109,698 half-chests ; 
and stock 32,635 half-chests. The ideas of Teamen were that with 
the arrival of 8,000 to 10,000 half-chests more the receipts for the 
season would be complete. The American barque Rebecca Goddard 
had been placed on the berth for New York at £2 12s. per ton of 40ft. ; 
the John C. Monro was loading slowly at £2 10a. Advices from Tamsui 
reported a fair business in all grades and an advance of about $2 to 3 
per picul on Teas grading from superior to finest. 

Canton.—Very little demand had existed and nothing of intercst 
had transpired other than a few settlements of Scented Orange Pekocs. 


SILK. 

Yoxonama.—The market had been comparatively quiet, and the 
business done had been on only a moderate acale. Silkmen had united 
to raise their prices so considerably that many buyers were indisposod 
to operate ; and being, moreover, desirous to dispose of their stocks of 
Silk Worms’ Eggs, dealers had been little inclined to press sales, and 
were therefore firm at previous quotations. Stocks had been somewhat 
increased. Silk Worms’ Eggs :—Total arrivals 1,083,000 cards, a very 
large business had been done, and settlements were 950,000 cards, 
against 1,100,000 cards last year ; prices for best sorts had receded about 
75 cents, and the lowest quotations only applied to the refuse of 
the market. Quotations, Oshu, $2 to $3; Sinchu, $1.75 to $2.60; 
Joshu and Bushu, $1.50 to $2.25 ; Koshu and Goshu and other sorts, 
$1.30 to $1.90. Settlements of Silk to date, 6,100 bales, against 1872-3, 
7,250 ; 1871-2, 7,000 ; 1870-1, 1,040. 

SuanaHal.—Early in the fortnight a fair amount of business was 
transacted, at prices showing little or no change on those ruling during 
the previous week, but since the departure of the French mail the mar- 
ket had been very quiet, and barely 600 bales had found buyers. Prices 
had ruled firmly, but as the mail closed they were decidedly weak, and 
in some cases a decline of Tis. 10 per picul had been established.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA. 

Penano, Dec. 17.—It is rumoured that the Atchinese have surprised 
the Dutch, and that a nocturnal engagement has been fought. The 
result of the fight is not stated. 

Tue Hacur, Dre. 13.—The Government has to-day received the 
following despatch from General Van Swieten, commanding the Dutch 
expedition against Atchin. “ Penang, Dec. 13.—We have disembarked 
at Pedro Point, at the mouth of the Atchin river, in Atchin harbour. 
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The disembarkation was successfully effected under the enemy's fire. 
We had no killed, and but few wounded. General Verspyck directed 
the first operations, in which soldiers and marines emulated each other 
in their exertions. The fire of our vessels greatly contributed to our 
success. The feeling of the troops is excellent, notwithstanding recent 
losses by cholera. Only one officer has diced from cholera, Our 
forces will establish themselves at Kwalagichen.” 

Tue Haavs, Dec. 17.—The Colonial Minister has to-day received a 
despatch from Lieutenant-Gencral van Swieten, dated Siboga, De- 
cember 15, announcing that the whole of the Dutch expeditionary 
force had landed in Atchin and assembled at Gighen. The Dutch had 
taken the fortress of Moesapi, at the mouth of the Atchin river. Lieu- 
tenant-General van Swieten was going to Mocsapi, and had ordered re- 
connaissances, The condition of the troops was satisfactory. No losses 
had been sustained in action with the enemy. 

Tue Haaur, Dec. 18.—In to-day’s sitting of the Second Chamber 
the Minister of the Colonies stated that he had received a telegram 
from Lieutenant-General van Swicten, dated Penang, December 17, 
6.45 P.M., announcing that the fortress of Cottaperak, in the Lower 
Moesapi district, had been captured by the Dutch troops, with a loss of 
six killed and thirty-cight wounded. The enemy left cighty-five dead 
on the field. General van Swicten’s telegram added that he was ad- 
vancing up the Atchin river. The Minister of the Colonies stated, in 
conclusion, that the rumour that the Atchinese had surprised the 
Dutch troops was unfounded, and that the Government had given 
orders to prevent the transmission of news from Penang before the 
Government messages had been despatched. 

Penana, Dec. 20.—Advices received here announce that the Dutch 
troops have captured the entire left side of the Atchin river, together 
with the Mosque. They are now moving southwards, The country is 
difficult of access, and the Atchinese offer considerable resistance. The 
death of General Dixon from cholera is announced. 

THe Haaue, Dec. 20.—The following official despatch has been 
received from Lieutenant-General van Swicten :—“ Penano, Dec. 19.— 
The enemy has left hi ontrenchments on the eastern bank of the 
Atchin river, but continues fighting. Our troops are now in a difficult 
and marshy country, and are moving southwards, where the ground is 
more favourable.”

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THE THREATENED FAMINE IN BENGAL AND THE FOOD 
SUPPLY OF CHINA, 
Mr. E. C. Bowra, late of the Chinese Customs Service, writes to The 
Times as follows :— 


In view of the impending famine in Bengal, it naturally occurs to 
one acquainted with the resources of the Chinese Empire to inquire 
whether any steps have as yet been taken to render the food products 
of China available for the supply of the wants of our Indian fellow- 
subjects. It is true that, in years of scarcity, rice from Siam, Saigon, 
and the Straits is largely imported into the southern provinces of China, 
but in good years the grain crops of the central provinces—depopulated 
in many districts by the Taiping rebelliun—are scarce worth the cost 
of harvesting, and are not unfrequently ploughed into the ground for 
manure. The avcrage cost of rice in Chinkiang—the great grain port 
at the mouth of the river Yang-teze—is probably not more than 6s, per 
picul of 133 1-3 lbs, The trade regulations appended to Lord Elgin's 
treaty of 1858 prohibit the exportation of grain from China, but there 
is little reason to doubt that the extended intercourse with foreign 
nations during the past fifteen years, and the experience gained, have 
served to demonstrate to the more enlightened among the high Chinese 
authoritics at Peking and the open ports the inefficiency and the in- 
jurious effect of any such restrictive interference with the regular and 
self-adjusting laws of supply and deinand. 

Whatever the opinions and convictions of the Chinese authorities 
may be, it is in any case surely advisable, in view of the present crisis, 
to urge upon them a relaxation of the restriction, if only as a temporary 
and tentative measure ; and, speuking from my own personal kuowledye 
of the views of many high Chinese officials, I have little doubt that the 
combined efforts of Mr. Wade, Her Majesty’s Minister at Peking, and 
Mr. Hart, the Inspector-General of Chinese Custos, might bring about 
this desirable result. Whether the effort succecd or fail, it is at least 
worth making, and I venture to suggest the advisability of measures 
being taken at once with a view to the removal of the embargo, and 
the opening of the China grain markets to the relief of the necessities 
of the suffering millions of Bengal, 





Missionartes ix Curya.—A missionary writing from Foochow, 
China, says :—“ Missionaries are sent out from home to proclaim the 
Gospel to this heathen nation, and to reclaim the people from idolatry 
and sin, but they naturally tell us that if our religion can effect no- 
thing better in our country than what they see in the lives of such 
men, they are willing to abide by their own religion. The consequence 
is, that the ports most frequented by foreign vessels are generally the 
worst places for spreading the gospel. Shanghai and Hong Kong are 
two of the principal trading ports in China, and I believe the Gospel 
has made less progress there, in proportion to the labour spent, than 
at any other missionary station in China. At Foochow we meet with 
the same difficulties. Our chief success is in the interior of the 
country, where few of our sailors or countrymen have ever been.” 


THE screw steamship Conrad, belonging to the “Nederland” Stcam- 
ship Company of Amsterdam, sailed from Southampton on the 21st inst. 
for Batavia and Sourabaya, vid the Suez Canal, with a full cargo of 
general merchandise, and 86 first and 275 second clars passengers, 
The Conrad is a splendid iron steamer, of 3,000 tens burden and 400- 
horse power (nominal). She was built, like the other steamers of this 
company, especially for the Java trade, by Messrs. Juhn Elder and Co., 
of Glasgow, with all the latest improvements, and her cabin accommo- 
dation is most luxurious, The steamers of this line are in future to call 
regularly at Southampton on their outward voyage for freight and pas- 
sengers. The next outward steamer will be the Prins Van Oranje, 
appointed to leave Southampton on the 15th proximo. 


An iron steamer has been launched from the building-yard of Messrs. 
Hall, Russel, and Co., Aberdeen, named the Leonore, of the following 
dimensions : Length, 188 feet ; breadth, 28 feet ; depth, 19 feet ; and 
690 tons gross register; to be classed at Lloyd's ; will be schooner- 
rigged, and fitted with compound surface-condensing engines of 90- 
horse power nominal; has water ballast, steam winches, and all the 
latest improvements.

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LONDON: MONDAY, DEC, 22, 1873, 
—— 
SIR HARRY ORD’S OWN REPORT ON HIS 
ADMINISTATION. 

Sir Harry Orp’s review of his administration is char- 
acteristic of the man and of the only kind of ability he 
ever displayed in the Straits. He claims credit for having 
passed 136 Ordinances in six years ; he might as well have 
claimed credit for the number of foolscap pages which’ they 
covered, and of pounds avoirdupois which they weighed. 
What good has this mass of legislation done? He says 
that the Police has been made more efficient, the Chinese 
less turbulent, assertions as bold and ill-founded as we have 
ever met. He tells the people of the Straits that one of 
their principal objects in asking for the transfer was to ob- 
tain an improvement in their judicial system, and that by 
measures passed, or in progress, that system will be greatly 
improved. The only demand ever made on this subject 
was that a second Recorder should be appointed ; but this 
had been conceded years and years before Sir H. Orp had 
ever been -heard of in the East; and as to his improve- 
ments, though the number of judges has been doubled, 
we may doubt whether this addition was needed, and 
deny at all events that it can ever be any compensation for 
the loss of that independent position which the judges held 
towards the local executive in Indian times, and the aboli- 
tion of the grand jury has not yet been accepted as an im- 
provement. 

Of his celebrated Government-house, Sir Harry ORD 
tells us that it is “ suitable to the requirements of the 

_ public,” and that it cost only about $160,000 ; two state- 
ments deserving the attention of that public—in its gayer 
moments. We showed in these columns not long since, 
that the cost could not have been less than $220,000, 
which would represent upwards of $15,000 a-year, at 7 per 
cent. ; but even at his own price the annual burden on the 
colony exceeds $11,000, and when this is compared with 
the rent paid for the old house, which he represents 
vaguely as “ not much less than $5,000,” but which was in 
fact $3,600, the public can see what this “eminently suit- 
able” work has permanently endowed them with, exclusive 
of repairs, keeping up of grounds, new furniture, and so 
on. Among his savings, Sir H. ORD reckons $15,660 in 
the Marine Department, but he leaves it ambiguous whe- 
ther these figures represent the difference between Indian 
and Colonial cost, or only the difference in two periods of 
his own administration. If he means that his Pethos and 
Rainbows, and Mata Matos cost less, by $15,000, than 
General CAVENAGH'’S single old asthmatic Pluto, he means 
what nobody will believe. But if the truth be merely that 
the cost of the steam fleet which he imposed on the colony 
has lately been cut down, the public may regard his 
“saving ” as his own or his superiors’ measure of his former 
waste of the public money. 

It is satisfactory to learn that trade has increased under 
his administration ; but though with its progress he has 
had as much to do as with the rise and fall of the tide, 
sincs he was compelled to leave it alone ; it is not to be 
forgotten that he was ready to endow Singapore with a 
Custom-house, which would have given him a less flatter- 
ing tale to tell, Sir H. Orp finally points triumphantly 
to a constantly increasing revenue, owing chiefly to the in- 
ereased opium smoking, and to a balance of nearly 
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magnitude in his cap; but to us this furnishes only strong 
proof of his incapacity, or neglect, or indifference to the 
public good. Any Governor acquainted with the elements 
of political economy and administration would have known 
that public revenue means not public wealth, but public 
burthen ; and that if the sums raised for public pu 
exceed the public wants, the burthen should be reduced. 
If these balances which have been accumulating year after 
year were not needed, it was Sir H. Orp’s duty to reduce 
taxation ; and he would have found in the stamps and 
Court fees an excellent field for reduction. But if it be 
true that there were public works of great importance call- 
ing for execution, why were they not undertaken when 
the Treasury was thus overflowing with money? “ The 
public works,” says the Straits Times, “ which the com- 
“ munity has been wanting for years, have been persistently 
“ neglected, mismanaged, and even obstructed, such as the 
“ Singapore Waterworks, Court-house and Post-office, the 
“ North Sands Lighthouse, the Pry-bridge,” &c. 

The plain truth is not to be concealed. Before Sir H. 
Orp knew whether he would have a surplus or a deficit, 
he did not hesitate to embark in those very “ public” 
schemes, a Government-house and Government steamers ; 
but having accomplished those important ends suitably to 
“‘the requirements of the public,’ he shrank from every 
other public work, though there were abundant funds for 
them ; and he would not reduce the public burdens though 
he could or would do nothing with the surplus revenue. 
What would the House of Commons say to a self-satisfied 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who accumulated revenue 
year after year without reducing taxation a farthing, and 
without a debt to pay off. 

The report is “ necessarily short” enough, no doubt, to 
omit all those details which have justly brought reproach, 
to say no worse, on Sir H. Orp’s administration ; but 
neither brevity nor skilful manipulation of speech could 
conceal that the late Governor, though active for evil was 
impotent for good. 


ABOLITION OF THE FREE PORT OF VENICE. 
In former times, when despots distributed justice as a 
favour, the privilege most eagerly sought for was freedom 
from taxation. Far from considering tribute as the means 
of sustaining the State, it was looked upon by the people 
as a measure of greed which remained in the hands of the 
owerful, and even in our own times, when a sound know- 
fede of the science of political economy has been widel 
diffused, do we not find individuals and communities sti 
crying out for exemption from taxation? Privileges of 
every kind have, as a rule, their inconveniences, but the 
advantages attending the privilege of a Free Port—situated 
as Venice is—are more than counterbalanced by draw- 
backs. The Free Port is not only morally isolated from 
the State of which it forms a portion, but its immunities 
‘procure it the jealous ill-will of other ports, and the same 
financial regulations which free it from import dues deprive 
it also of free inland communication, and it consequently 
remains in a worse position than foreign treaty States. Its 
population is reduced toa state of comparative idleness and 
apathy, and the product of their industry finds no market 
on account of the duties exacted on their manufactured 
goods being relatively much higher than on raw ma- 
terial. The advantage gained by the free introduction of 
raw material is thus more than neutralised, and although 
an artificial prosperity may elate the few, the want of 
employment is ultimately felt to be a great burden. 
It is a wise step, therefore, that Venice will cease at the 
end of the present month to be what is termed a Free 
Port. We are of opinion that Venice will largely profit 
by this event, for it is a fact that, notwithstanding the in- 
creased activity in her port during the past three years, 
the general misery of the place could hardly be greater. 
As the commerce of Venice has hitherto been one of transit 
chiefly, almost the only persons benefited by it are a few 
forwarding agents, with their dependent porters and 
lightermen. If the city were deprived of her influx of 
visitors for a year or two (as was the case this summer 
when the cholera alarm was prevalent) the greater part of 
her population would be deprived of occupation. But 
there is now happily a prospect of the trade and commerce

THE island of Labuan has not answered the purposes Miter ature, 


for which it was taken by Her Masesry’s Government in 
1846. It has been a source of expense without giving any 
useful return as a coaling station. The natural difficulties 
in the working of the coal mines have been found to exceed 
the calculations of the persons engaged in their working, 
and thousands of persons have been ruined by the defunct 
“ Labuan Coal Company.” Two successive Governors of 
Labuan, who are also Consuls-General of Borneo, have not 
improved our relations with the contiguous territory of 
Borneo, so as to give our merchants larger facilities for 
trade. To residents in the Eastern Settlements this has 
been a grievous disappointment. With proper efforts we 
might at this time have had several thriving European set- 
tlements on the mainland. It is rumoured that the Colonial- 
office contemplate the transfer of Labuan to the Govern- 
ment of the Straits Settlements, and this would be better 
than the “masterly inactivity” of the Home Govern- 
ment. The Straits people are afraid of this little island 
becoming a source of expenditure instead of revenue. 
Although we do not believe in the farago written by the 
late Governor, PopE HENNEssy, who tried to represent 
its resources to be (under his control) as prolific as 
ALADDIN’S lamp, we consider that it can be made to 
pay its expenses, and the trade with Borneo generally 
vastly increased. We have already a good example in the 
government of Rajah Brooke at Sarawak, the trade at 
which place has been worked up to an annual value of 
£1,000,000 ; and if the Lingga coal mines can be worked, 
the importance of the settlement will be vastly increased. 
We print in another column the last Treaty with Borneo, 
made in 1847, which will be useful for reference, and we 
may suggest that some modification should be obtained of 
Article V., which stipulates for the payment of $1 per ton 
Tegister on vessels entering the ports of Borneo. Other 
facilities more in accordance with the requirements of 
the day might also be obtained if sought for by our Go- 
vernment. 





Since writing the above, we have been informed that the 
present proprietors of the coal mines at Labuan have struck 
& new seam, which promises to be of superior quality. 


WE understand that Mr. PAUNCEFOTE, lately gazetted 
as Puisne Judge of the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, 
has been appointed by Lord KimBERLEY Chief Justice 
of the Leeward Islands, West Indies, and is expected 
home early in the year. We further hear that the ho- 
nour of Knighthood will be conferred on him. Mr. 
BramsTon, the newly-appointed Attorney-General, will, 
in all probability, arrive in Hong Kong before the depar- 
ture of Mr, PAUNCEFOTE. 





TELEGRAMS have been received from Shanghai announc- 
ing the decision of the United States Consular Court in 
the case of the Banks against Messrs. OLYPHANT and Co. 
to be in favour of the non-liability of OLYPHANT and Co. 
for the lead receipts granted by Mr. Stopparp. The 
Banks can appeal against this decision to the Superior 
Courts at San Francisco or Washington. 





WE publish the telegrams in reference to the war in 
Atchin received through REUTER’s agency, and also those 
through the Dutch Government at the Hague. A consi- 
derable discrepancy is often discernible, and it is rather 
suspicious that the Dutch Government should announce 
that measures have been taken to prevent private telegrams 
anticipating the Government accounts. 





In another column we publish the edicts of the King of 
Ira.y, abolishing the free port of Venice and establishing 
import duties, bonded regulations, &c., which take effect 
on the Ist January, 1874. 


WE regret to hear that the Commission to inquire into 
the conduct of the China coolie trade, and the condition of 
the coolies in Cuba and Peru, has been cancelled. 
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Dr. Meyer contributes to Mature an account of his voyage to 
New Guinea, from which island he has just returned. ter 
alluding to the various expeditions made to New Guinea by the 
Dutch, as well as to some visits paid the island by some Italians 
and a Russian traveller, the Doctor gives his own experience of 
the place. Speaking of the practicability of a geographical 
expedition through New Guinea, he says :—“ The peculiarities of 
the country and the natives are such that there are even more 
difficulties for travellers here than there are in Australia, where 
the best fitted-out expeditions and the most able and courageous 
men have failed. In New Guinea it is even a question whe- 
ther the scientific or practical results are likely to be at all 
equal to the expenditure, and the great Hengey connected with 
such an undertaking.” The Doctor succeeded in crossing the 
island, a journey which has never been made before, and he 
believes that he has solved definitely the question as to the 
water communication from Geelvink’s Bay to MacCluer Gulf, 
which, he is convinced, does not exist. Dr. Meyer, after giving 
a few interesting details of the more important features of the 
island, expresses a hope that now, since the interior of New 
Guinea is opened, at least as the way is known how to penetrate 
into one part of it, other naturalists will soon succeed in reaping 
some important results. 

The “Student’s Treasury of English Song,” published by 
Messrs. Thomas Nelson and Sons, is a volume containing se- 
lections from the principal ts of this century, to which is 
added an index of critical authorities and a number of marginal 
quotations, by Mr. W. H. Davenport Adams. Although this 
volume is designed by the editor to furnish youthful readers with 
a new manual of English poetry, it will be received with equal 
interest by all lovers of verse, for every branch of poetry is re- 
presented, and a concise biographical notice of each poet is 
given. It is a delightful volume, handsomely got up, and con- 
tains some of the gems of English poetry: 

The China Review for September and October fully sustains 
its interest. It contains a most interesting coatribution on the 
“ Native Benevolent Institutions of Canton,” in which the work- 
ing of these institutions is examined, and various improvements 
suggested. In a paper entitled “A Reply to Macao, and Its 
Slave Trade,” which we shall notice fully in our next, a Portu- 
guese gentleman residing at Macao defends that Portuguese 
colony against the attacks made on it in connection with the 
coolie trade. The “Azalea,” an adaptation of a Chinese ballad, by 
Mr. G. C. Stent, is novel both in subject and style. 

The excellence of the illustrations is maintained in this 
month’s Art. The heliotype illustration of “ Les Maraudeuses ” 
by the Belgian artist, F. Verheyden, is admirably executed. 
The effectiveness of “ Patience Tried” and “Smiling Morn” is 
also very striking.

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COURT OF CHANCERY.—VICE-CHANCELLORS’ COURTS. 
MAYNARD Y. EATON. 

This was a Stock Exchange case of considerable importance, the 
question being whether the purchaser of certain shares in the Bank of 
Hindostan, China, and Japan, now in course of winding-up, under 
supervision, under an order of the Court, was justified in putting for- 
ward the name of an infant as transferee of the shares, and so escapin 
liability in respect of calls. On the 4th of September, 1866, the de- 
fendant, Mr. Edward Eaton, who was already a shareholder in the com- 
pany, purchased, through his brokers, at about £3 18s. per share, 
300 £100 shares in the company, for the next account or settling day, 
being the 13th of September. On the 8th of September he wrote to 
his brokers desiring to have the shares transferred into the name of his 
son, “George Eaton, drysalter, Upton, Macclesfield.” On the 4th of 
September the plaintiff, Mr. Frederick Maynard, the well-known ac- 
countant, being the owner of 100 shares in the company, instructed 
his broker to sell them for the 13th September, whereupon they were 
sold in the markct to a stockjobber in the ordinary way, who undertook 
to furnish on the “name day ”—that is, the day preceding the settling 
day—the name of some person who would accept a transfer of the 
shares. Accordingly, on the 12th of September, being the “name 
day,” the plaintiff's broker received the usual broker's ticket, indicating 
that the shares were to be transferred to “George Eaton, of Upton, 
drysalter,” the defendant's son; and by a deed of the 14th of Sep- 
tember, in consideration of the sum of £350, being £3 10s. per 
share, expressed to be paid by George Eaton, the shares were trans- 
ferred to him, he being then about seventeen years of age. The 
plaintiff, however, was not aware of the fact of the son being at 
the time under age; but the fact having subsequently come to 
the knowledge of the solicitors in the winding-up, they took steps to 
amend the list of contributories by substituting the plaintiff's name 
for that of George Eaton. The plaintiff, however, contended that, being 
ignorant of the son’s infancy, he was not bound by the acceptance of 
his name as transferee of the shares, and that under the circumstances, 
both by the custom and usage of the Stock Exchange and by the rules 
aud doctrine of the Court, the father was Lound to take the shares 
himsclf, he having, it was alleged, been the real purchaser, although he 
put forward his son's name in the transaction. The bill accordingly 
prayed a declaration that the defendant, the father, ought to be con- 
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sidered and treated as the purchaser from the plaintiff and the owner 
of the shares, and for other consequential relief with a view to com- 
pletely indemnifying the plaintiff against all liability in respect of the 
shares. It appeared that shortly after the commencement of the wind- 
ing up of the company the son brought an action against the plaintiff 
to recover the money paid for the hundred shares, on the ground that 
he had been induced by fraud and unfair representations on the part of 
the plaintiff to purchase the hundred shares out of a sum of £1,000, 
which he eaid had been given him by his father. This action was, how- 
ever, eventually compromised on the terms of the purchase money 
being repaid by the plaintiff, and all charges against him of fraud being 
withdrawn. The defendant, however, by his present bill repeated the 
charges of fraud, alleging that the plaintiff, from his position as one of the 
auditors of the company, was aware of its insolvent condition at the time 
he sold the shares, und that the sale was made solely with the object of 
avoiding the liability which he knew was likely to arise upon the impend- 
ing failure of the company. It appeared, however, from the evidence 
that the real condition of the company was not known to the plaintiff 
until after the date of the transaction in question, the auditors’ report 
to the company’s shareholders being dated Nov. 16,1866. By that 
Teport it was stated that the company’s losses amounted to no less 
than £713,404, which were incurred chiefly through the mismanage- 
ment of the company’s branch banks in Bombay, Calcutta, and China. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that on the facts of the case there was a 
clear contract by which Mr. Maynard, through his authorised agent or 
broker, sold the shares in question, and by which the defendant, Mr. 
Edward Eaton, became the purchaser; but, according to the well- 
known usage of the Stock Exchange, the contract was to be carried 
into effect on the settling day, and on the preceding day, called the 
“name day,” the purchasing jobber was bound to give the name of a 
person to whom the shares were to be transferred. The brokers, having 
received intimation, were warranted, in his opinion, in believing that 
George Eaton, the nominee, was of full age and capable of binding him- 
self. Accordingly, the transfer of the plaintiff's hundred shares was 
actually made in the name of George Eaton. He (the Vice-Chancellor) 
could not consider that it was a purchase for the son. He was perfectly 
satisfied that the father intended to evade the liability attached to the 
shares, and that he meant, if everything went well, his son should have 
the shares, but that if matters went ill his son should escape all liability, 
The plaintiff was therefore entitled to the decree he asked, with costs. 
The fact of the defendant having repeated in his answer the charges of 
fraud made in the action, and then withdrawn, was of itself sufficient 
ground for inducing the Court to make him pay the costa. 

HATHESING V. LAING. 

The plaintiffs in this case were the members of the Parsee firm of 
Carrumchund Premchund, at Bombay. They claimed a broker's lien 
on certain cotton shipped to Liverpool by the steamship Alabama in 
1870. The cotton was bought by the plaintiffs for Messrs. Harbord 
and Co., merchants, of Liverpool and Bombay. They delivered it on 
board the Alabama and received in exchange the usual mute’s receipts, 
which they afterwards got endorsed by Messrs. Harbord and Co. They 
subsequently, as they alleged, applicd to the captain for bills of lading 
in exchange for these receipts ; but he having previously signed bills of 
lading and delivered them to Messrs. Harbord, refused to sign other 
bills. The ship sailed fur Liverpool, and arrived in August, 1870. The 
suit was instituted to enforce the alleged lien, and the plaintiffs claimed 
that there was a special custom at Bombay which rendered mates’ re- 
ceipts negotiable. The defendants were Messrs. Laing and Gourlay, the 
shipowners ; Zeden, the agent for the ship; the Comptoir d'Escompte 
de Paris, assignees without notice by way of mortgage of the bills of 
lading ; the assignees in bankruptcy of one of the partners of Mesars. 
Harbord and Co., and the other partners. 

The Vice-Chancellor said the plaintiffs were agents and brokers of 
Messrs. Harbord and Co. In the course of their business they pur- 
chasen the cotton in question as agents for Messrs. Harbord and Co. 
As brokers they had a lien on the goods so long as they were in their 
hands. They had a right to retain the cotton till they were paid. In 
case of a rise in value of the goods they would receive no bonefit, and 
in the case of diminution of that value they would not be hurt ; they 
would still have a right to be paid by Messrs. Harbord and Co. The 
only right they had was such lien ; any other right was inconsistent 
with their statements as to agency. Consequently the lien was dis- 
charged when they had put the cotton on board their ship. There was 
no question of stoppage in transitu such as had been attempted to be 
imported into the matter. They never had the position of vendors. 
The brokers’ lien was gone, and, as the plaintiffs themselves showed by 
their conduct in trying to perfect their title by getting an endorsement 
of the receipt, they had no other right. There was no obligation in 
the captain to withhold signing bills of lading till he saw the mate's re- 
ceipt. It was his place only to satisfy himself that the goods were 
on board his ship, no matter in what manner he so satisfied him- 
self. Supposing the receipts were lost, he would still have 
to sign bills of lading. The evidence showed he had done what 
he ought; he had signed the bills of ding for the cotton 
in dispute along with a great many other bills of lading at Messrs. 
Harbord's office, the place where he ought to sign them, and 
given them to Messrs. Harbord, the owners of the goods. It had been 
attempted to set up a special custom at Bombay that a mate’s receipt 
should pass as a negotiable instrument, and confer a property in the 
goods it related to. It was possible that some such pernicious custom 
existed among the residents at Bombay ; but it could not bind a Step- 
ney captain who had never been at Bombay before ; was only there 
fourteen days, which were entirely occupied in unloading and loading 
his ship. It could not be binding on thix captain, on merchants at 
Liverpool, and the innocent holders of the bills of lading who were resi- 
dent at Paris. If he were to hold the claim of the plantiffs could be 
substantiated, he would be opening the door to all sorts of frands, to 
preveot which frauds was the object of the rule that the assignment of 
a chose in action could only be validly effected with notice. ‘The plain- 
oe oe to make out their case, and the bill must be dismissed 
wi :

The total force of the Royal Navy in commission on the let inst. 
comprised two hundred and thirty-nine pendants, carrying seventeen 
hundred and eighty-five guns, manned by twenty-five thousand three 
hundred and ninety-eight officers and men, six thousand and forty- 
eight marines, and two thousand eight hundred and forty-three boys, 
giving a grand total of thirty-four thousand two hundred and eighty- 
nine. The distribution of this force was as follows:—At the Home 
ports, 50 vessels, carrying 428 guns, whose total crews numbered 4,937. 
In the Channel Squadron, 7 vessels, carrying 122 guns, manned by 
3,654 men and boys. Unappropriated and fitting out, 6 vessels, carry- 
ing 41 guns, manned by 1,047 men and boys. First Reserve ships and 
tenders, including late Revenue cruisers, 40 in number, carrying 184 
guns, and manned by 3,380 men and boys. Drill ships for Naval 
Reserve, 10, mounting 104 guhs, and manned by 289 men. On the 
Mediterranean station there were 16 vessels, mounting 102 guns, 
manned by 2,715 men and boys. On the North America and West 
India station, 15 vessels, carrying 98 guns, manned by 2,097 men and 
boys. On the South-East Coast of America, 5 vessels, carrying 31 
guns, manned by 542 men and boys. On the Pacific station, 9 vessels, 
carrying 64 guns, manned by 1,645 men and boys. On the Cape and 
West Coast of Africa station, 12 vessels, carrying 90 guns, manned by 
1,954 men and boys. On the East India station, 9 vessels, carrying 78 
guns, manned by 1,553 men and boys. On the China station, 20 ves- 
sels, carrying 120 guns, manned by 2,433 men and boys. On the Aus- 
tralian station, 10 vessels, carrying 44 guns, manned by 1,098 men and 
boys. Giving a total force on foreign stations of 96 pendants, carrying 
632 guns, with 14,037 officers, men, and boys. 


Generol Sir Patrick E. Craigie, K.C.B., died on the 18th inst., 
aged eighty. The deceased General entered the Army in 1813, was 
appointed Colonel of the 31st Foot in 1859, and transferred to the 
55th (Westmoreland) Regiment of Foot in 1862. In 1841 General— 
then Lieut.-Colonel—Craigie embarked at Calcutta, in command of the 
55th Regiment, for China, and served with the expeditionary force 
under Lord Gough till the end of the war ; and, being the senior field 
officer with the force, he held the position of second in command 
from the period of his sailing from Hong Kong in August, and during 
the whole of the active operations which took place during the fullow- 
ing five months. During the progress of the campaign he commanded 
a brigade or column of attack at the assault and capture of the fortified 
cities of Amoy and Chusan, at the second capture of which latter 
Place it happened that the whole engagement of the land force de- 
volved on his brigade. He also took part in the capture of Chinhae. 
Subsequently, when the headquarters of the force proceeded to the 
Yang-tsze, he was appointed by Lord Gough to the responsible com- 
mand of the island of Chusan, which he held for a period of eight 
months, until the return of the force after the Treaty of peace had 
been signed at Nanking. Besides the China medal, Lieut.-Col. Craigie, 
for his services in China (which were favourably noticed in Lo: 
Gough's despatches), was promoted to the rank of colonel, created a 
Companion of the Bath, and nominated an aide-de-camp to the Queen. 


Colonel the Hon. H. H. Clifford, V.C., C.B., has been appointed As- 
sistant Adjutant-General at the Horse Guards, vice the late Colonel 
Jenyns. He was appointed Assistant Quartermaster-Gencral to the 
China expeditionary force in March, 1857, and was present as head of 
the department at the operations before the taking of Canton in 
December, 1857, and January, 1858 (brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel, and 
medal with clasp). He was awarded the Victoria Cross during the 
Crimean campaign whilst a lieutenant in the Rifle Brigade, for con- 
spicuous courage at the battle of Inkerman, in leading a charge and 
killing one of the enemy with his sword, disabling another, and saving 
the life of a soldier. 

Inspector-General of Hospitala R. Dane, M.D., C.B., on the half-pay 
list, has obtained the Medical Distinguished Service Reward, vacant by 
the death of Dr. Scott. Dr. Dane joined the Army Medical Depart- 
ment as Assistant Surgeon in 1835, became Inspector-General in 1868, 
and went on half-pay in 1872. He served as principal medical officer 
of the expeditionary force in China in 1858, and was present during the 
various operations. 

Among the K.C.B.’s who have just received the honour are, Licut.- 
General Sir J. D. Macpherson, who served in China in 1842 (serving 
some time as brigade-major), and Surgeon-General Sir W. M. Muir, who 
acted aa principal medical officer to the expedition under Sir Hope Grant 
in China in 1860. 


The sudden death of Captain A. W. Low, late of the 1st Regiment, is 
announced. He served in the campaign of 1860 in China, including 
the taking of Sinho and Tangku, the occupation of Tien-tsin, and the 
surrender of Peking, for which he received a medal and two clasps. 


The cost of repairing the defects of the troop-ship Adventure, lately 
returned from the China station, will be about £9,000. Only those 
repairs most necessary will be now effected, so as to fit the Adventure 
for temporary service on the Gold Coast as soon as possible. 


Notice has appeared in the Gazette that the distribution of the amount 
awarded for salvage services rendered to the steamship Atrato in Sep- 
tember, 1872, by Her Majesty's ships Thetis and Thalia, will commence 
this week. 
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PRESBYTERIAN MISSIONS. : 

The ordinary monthly meeting of the English Presbyterian Presby- 
tery of London has been held in the College. Mr. Hugh M. Matheson 
informed the Presbytery that their esteemed missionary, the Rev. Mr. 
Smith, had just arrived from China, where he had been labouring for 
the last sixteen years. He would say nothing of the zeal with which 
he had laboured as head of the mission at Swatow. His health was 
now impaired, and he had come home by way of New Zealand and 
Australia, and had thus been able tu stir up a gvod deal of interest in 
those countries for the mission in which he is engaged. Mr. Matheson 
said the first-fruits of their prayer concert for missions had been re- 
ceived that day in the application of a young man to go forth to China. 
It-would be premature for him to say more, as the matter had not yet 
come before the committee. He had said it was the first-fruits, but it 
was scarcely that, for on the morning of prayer he had received a letter 
from a young man in Canada, the son of a minister, who has offered 
himself for the mission in Formosa in connection with the Canada Pres- 
byterian Church, which was in close connection with their own mission. 

. Matheson considered these intimations were sufficient to call out 
their thanksgiving to God for the way in which he had worked fur them. 

After various reports had been received about the progress of new 
churches which are being built at Victoria Docks and Wandsworth, 
Mr. Donald Matheson said he wished to bring before the Presbytery a 
matter of importance which affected the whole Church. After referring 
tothe revivals which were taking place in the North of England, which 
they could only attribute to the work of the Spirit of God, he said the 

ops of London, Rochester and Winchester had called their clergy 
together for prayer and conference, and intended to invade the whole 
four millions of London with a great mission in February, when there 
would be a remarkable work going on. Thousands, he might say 
millions, would be inquiring ‘“‘ What is this?” and could they as a 
Presbytery stand aside and say that they would have nothing to do 
with it? He would propose that the congregations within the Presby- 
tery should be made aware of what is going on, and that ministers with 
their con; ions should make special prayer that they might not 
lose the blessing. 











day-schools also belonging to it. There were algo five or six missionaries 
living on the island, and between 200 and 300 native Christians in 
communion. In the Congregational Missions education had hitherto 
occupied only a minor share of attention. The ambitious Anglo- 
Chinese college, which was continued in the vain hope of raising up 
native missionaries, had been closed. Their training establishment, 
too, had been given up for a few months. He congratulated his young 
friend on these apparently retrograde movements. There remained an 
infant church to be nourished and built up in the faith. Though he 
could not find in Hong Kong such numerous audiences as were gathered 
on the main land, he would have no lack of hearers. There were ser- 
vices at which some score, or even a hundred or two, were always pre- 
sent. The Chinese in Hong Kong were a less hopeful class than the 
stay-at-home people, for they were a natural selection, collected to- 
gether there by motives anything but favourable to religion—by desire 
of gain, &c. Nevertheless, he would not have his young friend despond, 
and let him not think there was no hope of success. The Gospel had 
not been without fruits in Hong Kong. Might it be Mr. Edge’s to 
gather a still richer harvest ! Mr. Edge would desire him to tell him 
something of the character of the native church over which he might 
be called upon to preside. He (Mr. Turner) had long since seen the 
necessity of judging nothing before the time, and of not talking much 
of their success. He could a tale unfold that would amaze them, that 
they should still endeavour to convert a people so destitute of moral 
fibre. But there had been success, and after thirteen years’ expe- 
rience, he had more confidence in the Christian life of their Church 
members than he had after three. A Church that had endured for 
thirty years, and that had the grandchildren of its first members under 
Christian instruction, evidently had vitality in itself ; and, though ita 
members were few, and its progress was slow, they could rejoice that 
it was already a mother church, having daughters more prolific than 
itself, for the Hong Kong Church, by its members and by its gifte, 
took a leading part in the encouragement and support of neighbouring 
missions. Nevertheless, he must confess that the inner history of the 
Hong Kong Church was highly discouraging. Still Mr. Edge would find 
that God was in China ag well as in Europe, and that he was preparing 
the soil of humanity for His truth as well there as here. 









































Tue Peruvian Government has taken some important steps for im- 
proving the condition of the coolics. An office has been established at 
Callao, in which every coolic trader is bound to record his contracts, 
the destination of every coolie in his employment, and the nature of 
the work on which he is engaged. Any coolic who has a complaint to 
make of breach of contract against his employer may apply to this 
office for redress, The free coolics are also invited to apply there for 
passages to China, which are provided for them at the public coat, the 
Government paying 20 soles a head for each covlie taken by the 
ships to Macao and Hong Kong. The Providencia, which sailed to 
China on the 20th of October, had a whole colony of Chinese on board. 
Among them was a Chinese physician, who, after having practised for 
several years at Lima, returns to his own country with a fortune of 
80,000 soles. 


THE CHINA MISSION. 

The annual meeting of the mission at Amoy, Swatow, and Formosa 
was held in the Freemasons'-hall, Edinburgh ; the Earl of Cavan in 
the chair. Mr. Bell, treasurer, read extracts from the annual report. 
The work had during the past year been vigorously prosecuted by the 
nine missionaries in the field and their native helpers in the various 
departments of preaching and teaching, healing the sick, and training 
the native ministry. There were above fifty stationa and ferty Chinese 
evangelists. A school for Chinese girls had been commenced at 
Swatow by the missionarics’ wives. Since last annual report was 
given in the number of adults reported as received into the 
Church at Amoy by baptism was forty-cight, and these had been 
admitted from a large number of inquirers. In Swatow, which 
Mr. Burns first occupied, Mr. George Smith had been actively 
engaged for the last sixteen years, and had succeeded in working 
a transformation in that lawless region. In Formosa there were 
twenty-two stations and twenty-three evangelists, and the work 
during the past year had presented a fair share of prosperity in sume 
directions, and a good deal of trial in others. There were now three 
great groups of stations in Formosa associated with the English Presby- 
terian Mission, anda fourth group was being begun in the extreme 
north in connection with the work of the Canada Presbyterian 
Mission. The southernmost group of stations, ten in number, were 
under the care of the Rev. Hugh Ritchie. In a few places the 
civilised aborigines formed the larger proportion of members and 
adherents, and lately quite a number of Hakkns had been received 
into the Church. A new station had been opened in the south 
this year, in a bartering village at the very base of the high ranges 
inhabited by the savages. The income this year had amounted 
to £2,639 19s. 1ld., as against £2,406 last year, with an increase 
of £240. They had been enabled to pay as salaries to mission- 
aties £2,428, as against £2,296 last year. There remained in the 
treasurer's hands a balance of £10 8s. 4d.— Mr. G. F. Barbour 
read a letter from Mr. H. M. Matheson regretting his inability 
to be present. Last year they had asked for three missionaries, 
and Mr. Matheson mentioned that there were prospects of getting 
them. The Rev. Mr. Cowie and Mr. Macgregor, from Amoy, 
gave encouraging accounts of the spread of the Gospel in China. After 
which the following resolution was carried :—“That this meeting 
approve of the report, welcome the Rev. George Smith, the Rev. Hugh 
Cowie, and the Rev. William Macgregor on their return from China, for 
a brief period, to their native land; and having heard from Messrs. 
Cowie and Macgregor the accounts of the progress of the Gospel in 
those parts of China where they and their fellow-missionnries are 
labouring, of the native churches already established, and the many 
open doors for the prveching of the Gospel, desires to give thanks 
to God, whose good d has so graciously been with them and their 
fellow-labourers, and who has crowned their unwearied exertions with 
se large a blessing.” 

CONGREGATIONAL MISSIONS IN CHINA, 

The ordination of Mr. J. C. Edge, as a missionary to Hong Kong, 
took place at King-street Chapel, Portsen, on the evening of the 11t 
inst. In the course of the service, the Rev. F. 8. Turncr (late of Hong 
Kong) described the field of labour on which Mr. Edge was to enter. 
He remarked that the London Missionary Society waa one of the first 
to plant itself in Hong Kong. It did not stand alone, for other societies 
iad been at work at its side. The Roman Catholics were there in force, 
but they were rivals, and not colleagues, though he could not see why 
they should not wish them success, as it was better to be a Roman 
Catholic than a heathen. There were six mission schools on the island 
(three of which belonged to the London Missionary Society) and several 


Monty and Commercial. 


The labours of the International Suez Canal Tonnage Com- 
mission have terminated. At a sitting on the 13th inst. the re- 
gulations with regard to the tolls passing through the Canal 
were agreed to by all the delegates, including the representatives 
of France. Vessels measured according to the Danubian system 
are to pay a surtax of three francs, whereas ships in ballast and 
men-of-war will pay no surtax. When the number of shi 
passing through the Canal reaches 2,100,000 tons, the surtax is 
to be decreased by fifty centimes. There will be an additional 
decrease of fifty centimes for every additional 100,000 tons ; and 
when the transit reaches 2,600,000 the surtax is to cease 
altogether. The French delegates also voted in favour of the 
commissions and proposals relative to the measurement of the 
gross tonnage. The Commission made its final report on the 
18th. The members adopted unanimously all the conclusions 
previously voted, both with reference to the unification of ton- 
nage, and the arrangement for the future tolls on the Canal. 
The President congratulated the Commission on the successful 
issue of their labours, and a vote of thanks to him was hee 
by the British delegates, and unanimously passed. The m- 
mission then separated. 

It is notified that the Coupons of the Japan Seven per Cent. 
Loan due the 1st prox. will be paid on and after that date, at 
the office of the Oriental Bank Corporation. 

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
17th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
to Caleutta, £700,000. The minimum price was fixed as before, 
at 1s. 9d. on all Presidencies. Tenders on Calcutta at Is. 93d. 
will receive about 51 per cent. These results show a slight 
revival in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

At the meeting of the Ceylon Company (Limited) the 
directors’ report was adopted, and an interim dividend of 3} per 
cent. for the half-year was declared, being at the rate of six per 
cent, per annum, 

The Assam Cumpany have announced an interim dividend of 
5 per cent., or £1 per share, the same as at the corresponding 
period of last year. 

The suspension is reported of Mr. W. Longshaw, spinner and 
manufacturer, Pendlcbury, with liabilities about £35,000; but 
later accounts state that the assets far exceed the liabilities, and 
matters have been arranged. Mr. Eli Heyworth, of Blackburn, 
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who failed eight years ago for £15,000, has sent cheques, being 
payment in full, with interest, to each of his creditors. 

The estate of Messrs. Deverill and Titterton, in the China and 
Japan trade, is to be wound up under an agreement arrived at by 
the creditors. 

The suspension hs been announced of Messrs. T. Oakes and 
Co., a firm of about twelve years’ standing in the East India 
trade, in consequence of losses upon consignments. The books 
are in the hands of Messra. Harding, Whinney, and Co. 

Messrs. Shallet and Dale, owners of the Deerhound, have re- 
fused to supply us with a report on the cargo jettisoned on the 
passage from China.

TEA. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.'s Circular says :—The market has 
been steady, but as usual at this period of the year without much 
activity ; prices have, however, been generally well maintained, many 
offers being refused by importers, even at the advance lately established, 
telegrams of short export coming to hand. Public sales have been 
small, comprising only 12,082 packages, of which 11,386 packages have 
been sold without reserve. The deliveries for the fortnight amount to 
6,038,000 Ibs., against 5,705,000 lbs. last year. 

Red-leaf Congous.—Siftings of old import have been dull of sale at 
previous prices ; new with good quality sell fairly well at former rates. 
Broken-leaf kinds : Old season’s show no change, new have been sale- 
able, but at a shade under previous prices. Fair to good common have 
been steady at 1s. to 1s. 04d. per lb. Fair Kaisows have been in request 
at from Is. 1d. to 1s. 8d. per Ib., good from 1s. 4d. to Is. 6d., fine to 
finest have been but little in demand, prices remaining much as before. 
Pak Lin kinds remain firm at full prices. Black-leaf kinds: The lower 
qualities continue depressed, there being but little sale for them. Fair 
to good common have sold at previous prices. Fair to good medium from 
1s. 1d. to 1s. 5d. per lb. have been taken to some extent at fully former 
prices. Good to fine from 1s. 6d. to 28. have been only in moderate 
demand, finest showing no change. New-make Canton kinds: Com- 
mon have sold at 11d. per Ib., fair from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 14d., being 
rather under previous rates. Oolongs: The few sales made have 
been at firmer prices. Souchongs have met with rather more inquiry 
for export, prices showing, however, no material change. In Flowery 
Pekoes and Uncoloured Japans there has been nothing of interest to 
report. Scented Teas :—Canton Capers: The common to fair kinds 
have been only saleable at low prices ; good to fine, especially the un- 
glazed kinds, have sold rather better. Foochow kinds have been firm 
at fully 1d. per Ib. advance. Orange Pekoes.—Canton kinds: the 
commoner grades have been very unsaleable, the finer kinds rather more 
in demand. Foochow kinds: fair to good have sold at rather easier 
rates, fine have only been in limited demand. (Green Teas :—The mar- 
ket shows a slight improvement, there having been a few purchases 
for export, whilst the quantity pressed for sale hassomewhat diminished ; 
prices, however, show no material improvement. Fine to finest Moyunes, 
especially pale-leaf chops, sell exceptionally well. Canton Greens are 
almost unsaleable. 

SILK. : 


Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co. report as follows:—The market 
continues very quiet, and business, which was difficult at the beginning 
of the month, owing to the general indisposition of the Trade to buy, 
seems now to increase as the year approaches its termination ; and we 
look for little or nothing of consequence doing until the turn of the 
year, when improvement may fairly be looked for. There is no change 
in quotations of Chinas, and the chief feature of the market is the 
quantity of common Tsatlees, which are offering at from 15s. to 
lis. 6d., forming the great bulk of the recent imports. Cantons and 
Japans are unaltered, and Bengals continue uninquired for. Deliveries 
from Ist to 17th inst. are fairly good, say :—China, 1,747 ; Canton, 
285 ; Japan, 438 ; Bengal, 153 ; total, 2,623 bales. 





Corrrr.—A less active tone was shown in the market at the begin- 
ning of the week, and prices gave way toa slight extent. Thursday, 
however, the market showed renewed strength, moderate supplies at 
public sales were readily disposed of, and the decline was entirely re- 
covered.

Hipes.—At the sales Thursday only a moderate quantity of East 
India descriptions was offered, and these were mostly remnants, which 
went rather irregularly, though on the whole without marked change 
in prices.

NEW YORK MARKET REPORT.

TEA. 

Messrs. de Cordova and Sons’ Report of the market says :—Our last 
Circular was issued on the 6th inst. Since that date failures have 
occurred in the trade; namely, of a small importing house and a small 
jobbing house in Boston, and a jobbing house of moderate proportions 
in this city. In addition to these, arrangements have been made for 
the extension of the maturing liabilities of a small but highly respect- 
able New York dealer. The market has remained very quiet during 
the fortnight, under the pressure of very tight money and of the feeling 
of panic and distrust reported in our last. At the close there isa 
rather more healthy tone, with some little demand for Teas ; but the 
large dealers sell but slowly. There would be demand enough to take 
a very heavy quantity of Tea out of dealers’ hands were confidence in 
some degree restored ; but the shock from which New York is now 
slowly recovering has yet to be fully felt and recovered from in the 
small markets of the interior; and, pending this process, dealers 
are cautious sellers, and have, therefore, to be prudent buyers, 
In the meanwhile, unfortunately, the season, which is usually 
active, is passing away, and the near approach of winter for- 
bids the hope of any material recovery of the trade, which, but 
for the panic, would undoubtedly have been a large one. Greens: 
There has not been any reaction from the decline noticed in our last, 
but prices cannot be quoted any lower than they were at that date, 
Our market remains materially below the cost of importation. Ovlongs: 
Small invoice sales have been made at prices which are understood to 
leave a smart loss on Amoy cost. Had there been no panic this year, 
Amoy Oolongs would have paid a profit on the cost of $26, which we 
recommended to our friends as a basis for “invoices ranging from fine 
to choicest, and averaging extra fine to on choice.” In consequence of 
the panic, such Teas bought in Amoy at $32 to 33 are barely yielding 
here the cquivalent of $26. Japans are unchanged in value since the 
decline reported in our last, and have been dull of sale at that reduction, 
with the exception of a lot of about 4,000 half-chesta said to have been 
sold for prompt cash, but particulars of which have not transpired. 


SILK. 

Mr. O’Donoghue's Circular offers the subjoined remarks :—The past 
month has been one of unprecedented quiet in Raw Silks. to 
the general stagnation of trade in fabrics, a number of manufacturers 
have suspended productions for a time, and those whose mills are still 
in operation are running with a diminished force, consequently the 
little business current has been of the hand to mouth order, and quos 
tations, though much below those of last month, must still be cone 
sidered nominal. 

The monthly statement issued by the Silk Association of America 
shows the importations of manufacturers of Silk at the port of New 
York for the first eleven months of the last eight years to be as fol- 
lows :—1866, pkgs.

CASUALTIES. 

Advices from St. Helena, Nov. 24, state as follows :—The Geraldine

Royal Decree, which, from the lst January, 1874, subjects to 
payment of import dues all merchandise not destined for re- 
export nor for storage in the Customs warehouses.

In virtue of the Act of Parliament 11th August, 1870, No. 5,784 
(Schedule B.), on the proposal of our Minister of Finance, and with the 
advice of our Council of State, we have decreed and hereby decree :— 

Art. I. On the 1st January, 1874, all merchandise existing in the 
Free Port of Venice not destined abroad nor for storage in the Cus- 
toms deposits shall be subject to payment of import dues according to 
conventional tariff. 

Art. II. For the proper execution of the preceding article, all owners 
or holders of merchandise, in whatever place it may exist, or whatever 
may be its destination, must present a declaration, drawn up in accord- 
ance with Art. 24 of the Customs Regulations, to a special office destined 
to receive it. Retail dealers may limit their declaration to a summary 
of the kind and weight of their goods. 

Ars. III. All national products, whether agricultural or industrial, 
and in the latter case even if formed of foreign raw materials, are exempt 
from payment of duty, and from the formality of a declaration. Equal 
exemption is accorded to foreign products existing in private dwellings 
and destined to family use, provided the quantity does not exceed the 
usual consumption for six months. 

Art. IV. The declaration indicated by Art. II. shall be drawn up in 
triplicate and signed by the holder of the goods. It must be presented 
within the period of fifteen days, dating from the. 1st January, 1874 ; 
it may also be presented in anticipation, on and after 10th. December, 
1878. The Customs operations will be effected in the same order in 
which the declarations are presented. 

Art. V. Merchandise declared for re-exportation must effectively leave 
the country within the month of January, 1874. In the meantime it 
will, as a rule, be stored in the Customs magazines ; it may, however, 
be left in charge of the parties in case of insufficient storage room in 
the Customs depvsits. 

Art. VI. Merchandise to be placed either under-the direct custody of 
the authorities, or in private magazines, must be immediately transported 
to the assigned locality. Tissues are allowed to be deposited in private 

ines provided they have been antecedently verified and approved 
of according to Art. 35 of the Customs Regulations. 

Art. VII. Merchandise to be forwarded to other Customs’ station, or 
in transit, or to other national deposits, must be presented at the office 
indicated by the Intendance of Finance. Caution must be given for 
such expeditions in one of the modes indicated by Art. 27 of the Cus- 
toms instructions 8th November, 1868, or by means of an obligation 
signed by two merchants recommended by the Chamber of Commerce. 

Art. VIII. The verification of merchandise for immediate passage 
shall take place on the spot where such merchandise lies. The string- 
ing and plumbing of tissues may also there be executed when insufficient 
accommodation or other circumstances render it advisable. 

Art. IX. The Intendant of Finance may authorise the dispensation 
from an actual visit, and that the duty be paid as per declaration, when 
the good faith of the parties is undoubtedly established by reliable in- 
formation. In conceding such facilitation the Intendant shall be aided 
by a Council composed of one member of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and of five merchants selected by the said Chamber from among tho 
principal wholesale and retail dealers. 


Art. X. Payment of the duties shall commence with the 17th Decem-. 


ber, 1873. The Intendance, with the concurrence of the Council re- 
ferred to by Art. IX., may concede a prorogation of six months for the 
payment of the duties, to those who may have presented their declara- 
tion before the Ist January, 1874, and who offer adequate guarantee. 
To such end promissory notes with three signatures of undoubted worth 


may be accepted by the Intendance. The falling due of such bills in - 


no case to take place later than the 30th June, 1874. No facilitation 
can be granted to those who defer their declaration till after the 31st 
December, 1873. 

Art. XI. The 16th January, 1874, is fixed for the general settlement 
of the dues, on the basis of stock verified in possession, regard being had 
to the exceptions alluded to in Art. 10. Merchandise in excess of, or of 
a quality differing from that indicated by the declaration, shall be con- 
sidered a8 contraband, and subject to penalty and confiscation. The 
same rule to apply to goods declared for re-exportation. In both these 
cases no prosecution will take place unless the attempted fraud exceeds 
the legal dues by five per cent. 

Art. XII. The Customs stations around the Free Port shall be main- 
tained for a period not exceeding two montha. They will attest the 
issue of goods released from bond, forwarded to other Custom-house or 
in transit. 

Art. XIII. National goods, already subjected to payment of export 
dues on their issue from the Free Port, may be sent abroad in exemp- 
tion, provided they be exactly declared within the period fixed by 
Art. 4, and that their definitive exportation take place within the 
month of February, 1874. A prorogation of such period can be 
granted only for such goods as be placed in charge of the Customs. 

Art. XIV. Private dwellings, even when not inhabited by traders, 
are liable to search in case of grave suspicions of smuggling or conceal- 
ment. Such visits must, however, be made in daytime, and in presence 
of a police functionary. 

- Art. XV. Recourse may be had to the Intendant of Finance against 
the acts of the Custom-house officials. From his decision appeal may 
be made to a Commission which will sit fyom the 10th December, 1873, 
to the end of February, 1874, for the purpose of conciliating disputes 
which may arise between merchants and collectors. Such Commission 
will be composed of the Prefect of the Province, the Intendant of Fi- 
nance, and the President of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Art. XVI. Should the members of this Commission not be able to 
agree unanimously on a given question, or should the reclaimant decline 
to abide by their verdict, the Minister of Finance may be appealed to, 
and his decision shall be final,

Regulations for Private Bonding Stores to be Established in Venice on the 
Abolition of the Free Port, and Introduction of Duties. 


Art. I. Until the formation in Venice of general magazines, foreign 
merchandise, unsusceptible of being confounded with similar native 
produce, may be stored in private bonding warehouses without the ne- 
cessity of divers keys. The descriptive note of such merchandise shall 
be compiled by the Director General of the Customs after consultation 
with the Chamber of Commerce. 

Art. II. Other foreign merchandise may not be deposited in bonding 
stores except on one of the following conditions :— 

(a) That the articles be furnished witha countermark by which their 
identity be perfectly assured. 

(6) That they be formed in packages with two-fold coverings and 
double plumbs. 

(c) That they be excluded from the faculty of re-exportation. 

Art. ILI. Cotton, fabrics, foreign corn and. grain may, be treated as 
merchandise unconfoundable with similar national produce under the 
following special provisions :— 

(a) For cotton fabrics the depositor must declare the title and num- 
ber according to the commercial denominations, and must deposit a 
sample for eventual need. 

(6) For foreign corn and grains the types to serve as authority in 
case of dispute with regard to the foreign origin of corn and grains 
presenter for re-exportation shall be established by the Intendance of 
Finance conjointly with the Chamber of Commerce. All such disputes 
shall be deferred to the judgment of two arbiters, respectively named 
by the Customs and by the depositors. In case of difference of opinion 
between the two arbiters, a third arbiter shall be named by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The verdict of the arbiters is final. 

Art. IV. Liquids are invariably to be excluded from, the faculty of 
re-exportation. 

Art. V. Tissues, when exclosed in packages with a two-fold wrapper 
and double plumb, or not excluded from the faculty of re-exportation, 
shall be countersigned with a pellet of tim attached to an orange- 
coloured pack thread. As many of such countermarks may be applied 
to each piece of tissue as the depositor may wish 

Art. VI. Both the plumbs on the packages and the countermarks on 
the tissues must be paid for according to the rates established by Art. 
II. of the instructions November 8, 1868. 

Art. VII. For sucht good8 as may-be excluded from the faculty of 
re-exportation, the duties myst, be fixed, before its entrance in magazine, 
and an entry thereof shall be made.in the- registers constituting the 
depositor debtor for the amount. The duties are payable, even if the 
goods suffer damage while in deposit. 

Art. VIII. Goods excluded from the faculty of re-exportation cannot 
be transferred from bonding warehouses to other stores held in joint 
custody with the Customs authorities, under two keys, nor can they 
be forwarded to other stations. They may however be passed to other 
bonding stores in the same city, : 

Art. IX. To establish a bonding warehouse, it is necessary to obtain 


| the authorisation of the Intendant of Finance, who concedes the same 
}on receiving the proposal from the Chamber of Commerce. 


The 
authorisation must indicate the quality of the goods to be deposited, 
and establish if, and which of them must be countermarked, and in- 
closed in plumbed packages, or excluded from the faculty of re-expor- 
tation. 

Art, X. The depositor, in order to guarantee the duties, fines and 
expengea increat on the storage of goods in bonding warchouses, must 
present security in titles of the National Debt; the security must be : 

(a). Frs. 500 when the duty on the merchandise deposited is inferior 
to fra, 20,000. 

(6.) Of fra. 1,000 when the duty payable ranges hetween frs, 20,000 
and fre. 40,000. 

(e.) Of fre. b,500-id. frs. 40,000 id. fre. 60,000. 

(d.) Of @ farther sum of: frs. 500 for. every fra. 20,000 duty above 
fra. 60,000. 

In fixing the amount of* security to be deposited it is unimportant whe- 
ther the goods belonging to the same proprietor be placed in one or in 
several magazines. 

Art. XI. In order to introduce gvods into bonding warehouses, it is 
necessary to present the declaration in conforrajty with the Customs 
regulations. On the same declaration the chief of the Customs autho- 
rises the admission of the goods. 

Art. XII. The visit of inspection and verifloation should, as a rule, 
take place at the Customs office. The chief of the Customs, taking 
into consideration the value of the goods, the difficulty of loading and 
unloading, as also the state of the personal at disposition, may, on the 
verbal demand of the depositor, allow the govds to be visited at the 
magazine, Should the chief of the Custums refuse such permission, 
the party interested may recur to the Intendant of Finance. The pro- 
prietor of the magazine must furnish all requisites for weighing the 


cs 
Art. XIII, Goods stored in bonding warehouses must bs so placed as 
to allow of the existence of the Customs’ countermarks being easily 
ascertained. In case of a contrary disposition being adopted, the depo- 
sitor shall be required to pay the duties on all the goods in store. 
Should he refuse to do so, the goods shall be transported to the Customs 
magazines, and there be subjected to Art. 25 Customs law, . 
Art. XIV. Plumbed bales may be opened while in depasit for the 
purpose of extracting samples, or in order tu divide them. The inter- 
vention of the Customs’ officers will, however, be necessary in such 
cases, in order to effect the stringing and plumbing anew. In the case 
: divided bales, the necessary entries shall be made in the register of 
eposit. 
Art. XV. The chief of the Customs will keep himself duly ac- 
quainted with the state of affairs on "Change. In the case of doubt as

to the solvency of depositors, he will immediately concert with the 
Intendant such measures as shall secure the rights of the State on the 
goods in deposit. 

Art. XVI. No issue from bonding stores of goods destined to con- 
sumption can take place previous to regular declaration to the Customs 
and payment of the duties. In order to transfer goods from one bond- 
ing warehouse to another, it is necessary that the chief of the Customs 
append his authorisation to the declarations respectively presented by 
transferer and receiver. 


Art. XVII. Re-exportation abroad will be effected under the pro- 
visions of Art. 45 of the Customs Laws. Goods for re-exportation 
must always be presented and verified at the Custom-house. 


Art. XVIII. A distinct account of entries and issues for every sin- 
gular bonding warehouse shall be kept not only by its owner, but also 
by the Customs’ officers. 


Art. XIX. The time for goods to remain in bond is limited to a 
year. The Intendant is empowered to grant an extension of six months, 
on the expiration of which payment of the duties must be enforced 
according to Sec. 2 Art. 13 supra. 

Art. XX. In the case of removal of goods from one magazine to 
another, the period fixed by the preceding Article shall be calculated 
from the day of the introduction of such gvods in the firat deposit. 


Art. XXI. The Customs authorities shall make an ordinary visit of 
inspection and verification to the bonding stores once every three 
months ; but they are also authorised to visit the said stores at all and 
at such times as they may deem necessary. In the case of opposition 
on the part of the proprietor, proceedings shall be taken according to 
section 2 of the preceding Art. 13. The expenses incurred shall be 
charged to the proprietor only in the case in which the goods shall be 
proved to have been tampered with, 

Art. XXII. A process verbal shall be drawn up at each visit to each 
magazine, stating the species and quality of the goods indicated by the 
Registry of Deposit, and the species and quality of those actually found 
in store. For all differences verified proceedings shall be taken accord- 
ing to Art. 72 Customs Law. 

Art. XXIII. For every infraction of the present regulations, the par- 
ties, besides incurring the penalties established, shall be deprived, for 
a year, of the use of bonding stores. 

Art. XXIV. All those regulations which apply to private stores under 
double keys are also applicable to bonding warehouses in all such pointe 
as are not modified by the present Decree. 





TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND COMMERCE BETWEEN 
HER MAJESTY AND THE SULTAN OF BORNEO. 
Signed in the English and Malay Languages, May 27, 1847. 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, being desirous to encourage commerce between Her Ma- 
jesty’s subjects and the subjects of the independent Princes of the 


Fastern Seas, and to put an end to piracies which have hitherto ob- 


structed that commerce ; and his Highness Omar Ali Saifadcen, who 
sits upon the throne and rules the territories of Borneo, being animated 
by corresponding dispositions, and being desirous to co-operate in any 
measures which may be necessary for the attainment of the above- 
mentioned objects; Her said Britannic Majesty and the Sultan of 
Borneo have agreed to record their determination in these respects by 
a Convention containing the following Articles :— 


ArticLe I, 

Peace, friendship, and good understanding shall from henceforward 
and for ever subsist between Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain 
and Ireland and his Highness Omar Ali Saifadeen, Sultan of Borneo, 
and between their respective heirs and successors, and subjects. 


ARTICLE IT. 

The subjects of Her Britannic Majesty shall have full liberty to enter 
into, reside in, trade with, and pass with their merchandise through, 
all parts cf the dominions of his Highness the Sultan of Borneo, and 
they shall enjoy therein all the privileges and advantages with respect 
to commerce, or otherwise, which are now or which may hereafter be 

ted to the subjects or citizens of the most favoured nation ; and 
the subjects of his Highness the Sultan of Borneo shall in like manner 
be at liberty to enter into, reside in, trade with, and pass with their 
merchandise through all parts of Her Britannic Majesty's dominions 
in Europe and Asia, as freely as the subjects of the most favoured 
nation, and they shall enjuy is those dominions all the privileges and 
advantages with respect to commerce, or otherwise, which are now or 
which may hereafter be granted therein to the subjects or citizens of 
the most favoured nation. 

Articre IIL 


British subjects shall be permitted to purchase, rent, or occupy, or 
in any other legal way to acquire, all kinds of property within the do- 
minions of his Highness the Sultan of Borneo; and his Highness 
engages that such British subjects shall, as far as lies in his power, 
within his dominions, enjoy full and complete protection and security 
for themselves and for any property which they may so acquire in 
future, or which they may have acquired already, before the date of 
the present Convention. 

ArticLE IV. 


No article whatever shall be prohibited from being imported into or 
exported from the territories of his Highness the Sultan of Borneo; 
but the trade between the dominions of Her Britannic Majesty and 
the dominions of his Highness shall be perfectly free, and shall be 
subject only to the custom duties which may hereafter be in force in 
regard to such trade. 

ARTICLE V. 

No duty exceeding one dollar per registered ton shall be levied on 
British vessels entering the ports of his Highness the Sultan of Borneo, 
and this fixed duty of one dollar per ton to be levied on all British 
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vessels shall be in lieu of all other charges or duties whatsoever. His 
Highness moreuver engages that British trade and British goods shall 
be exempt from any internal duties, and also from any injurious regn- 
lations which may hereafter, from whatever causes, be adopted in the 
dominions of the Sultan of Borneo. 


Articte VI. 
His Highness the Sultan of Borneo agrees that no duty whatever 
shall be levied on the exportation from his Highness’s dominions of any 
article, the growth, produce, or manufacture of those dominions. 


Articte VII. 

His Highness the Sultan of Borneo engages to permit the ships of 
war of Her Britannic Majesty, and those of the East India Company, 
freely to enter into the ports, rivers, and creeks situated within his 
dominions, and to allow such ships to provide themselves at a fair and 
moderate price with such supplies, stores, and provisions as they may 
from time to time stand in need of. 


Articie VIII. 

If any vessel under the British flag should be wrecked on the coast 
of the dominions of his Highness the Sultan of Borneo, his Highness 
engages to give all the assistance in his power to recover for, and to de- 
liver over to, the owners thereof, all the property which can be saved 
from such vessels. His Highness further engages to extend to the 
officers and crew, and to all other persons on board such wrecked vessel, 
full protection both as to their persons and as to their property. 


ARTICLE IX. 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and the Sultan of Borneo, hereby engage to use every 
means in their power for the suppression of piracy within the seas, 
straits, and rivers subject to their respective control or influence ; and 
his Highness the Sultan of Borneo engages not to grant either asylum 
or protection to any persons or vessels engaged in piratical pursuits ; 
and in no case will he permit ships, slaves, or merchandise captured by 
pirates, to be introduced into his dominions, or to be exposed therein 
for sale. And Her Britannic Majesty claims, and his Highness the 
Sultan of Borneo concedes to Her Majesty, the right of investing her 
officers and other duly constituted authorities, with the power of enter- 
ing at all times, with her vessels of war, or other vessels duly em- 
powered, the ports, rivers, and creeks within the dominions of his 
Highness the Sultan of Borneo, in order to capture all vessels engaged 
in piracy or slave-dealing, and to seize and to reserve for the judgment 
of the proper authorities all persons offending against the two Con- 
tracting Powers in these respecta. 


ArticLE X. 

It being desirable that British subjects should have some port where 
they may careen and refit their vessels, and where they may deposit 
such stores and merchandise as shall be necessary for the carrying on 
of their trade with the dominions of Borneo, his Highness the Sultan 
hereby confirms the cession already spontaneously made by him in 
1845, of the island of Labuan, situated on the north-west coast ‘of 
Bornev, together with the adjacent islets of Kuraman, Little Rusakan, 
Great Rusakan, Da-at, and Malankasan, and all the straits, islets, and 
seas situated half way between the fore-mentioned islets and the main 
land of Borneo. Likewise the distance of ten geographical miles from 
the island of Labuan to the westward and northward, and from the 
nearest point half way between the islet of Malankasan and the main 
land of Borneo, in a line running north till it intersects a line extended 
from west to east from a point ten miles to the northward of the 
northern extremity of the island of Labuan, to be possessed in per- 
petuity and in full sovereignty by Her Britannic Majesty and her 
successors ; and in order to avoid occasions of difference which might 
otherwise arise, his Highness the Sultan engages not to make any 
similar cession, either of an island, or of any settlement on the main 
land, in any part of his dominions, to any other nation, or to the sub- 
jects or citizens thereof, without the consent of Her Britannic Majesty 


ARTICLE XI. 

Her Britannic Majesty being greatly desirous of effecting the total 
abolition of the trade in slaves, his Highness the Sultan of Borneo, in 
compliance with Her Majesty's wish, engages to suppress all euch 
traffic on the part of his subjects, and to prohibit all persons residing 
within his dominions, or subject to him, from countenancing or taking 
any share in such trade; and his Highness further consents that all 
subjects of his Highness who may be found to be engaged in the 
Slave Trade may, together with their vessels, be dealt with by the 
cruisers of her Britannic Majesty as if such persons and their vessels 
had been engaged in a piratical undertaking. 

ARTICLE XII, 

This Treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications thereof shall be 
exchanged at Bruni within twelve months after this date. : 

This Twenty-seventh day of May, 1847.

ADDITIONAL ARTICLE. 

His Highness the Sultan of Borneo agrees that in all cases when a 
British subject shall be accused of any crime committed in any part of 
his Highness’s dominions, the person so accused shall be exclusively 
tried and adjudged by the English Consul-General, or other officer 
duly appointed for that purpose by Her Britannic Majesty ; and in 
all cases where disputes or differences shall arise between British sub- 
jects, between British subjects and the subjects of his Highness, or be 
tween British subjects and the subjects of any other foreign Power, 
within the dominions of the Sultan of Borneo, Her Britannic Ma- 
jesty’s Consul-General, or other duly appointed officer, shall have 
power to hear and decide the same, without any interference, molestar 
tion, or hindrance on the part of any authority of Borneo, either be- 
fore, during, or after the litigation.

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TEA ADULTERATION. 
(PRODUCE MARKETS REVIEW.) 

The memorial from the wholesale dealers to Mr. Gladstone has now 
been drawn up, and will be presented as soon as an opportunity offers. 
But the dealers, though well known in the trade, do not, in the eyes of 
the Government and of Parliament, form a powerful body like the tens 
of thousands of grocers whose battle they are fighting, and nothing 
effectual will be done unless the retailers in every town at once meet 
and take action in the matter. In order to secure uniformity of action 
it is generally thought by the Dealers’ Committee that trade memorials 
from each place should be addressed to Mr. Gladstone as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and that they should be enciosed to the local members 
of Parliament, with a request that they would forward the petitions to 
him, with a strong representation of the feeling abroad in the trade on 
the subject. It is all-important to interest as many members as poasi- 
ble in the matter, for the Government was in no way connected with 
the Adulteration Act, and there is therefore no difficulty to prevent its 
revising the details of that measure if sufficiently strong representa- 
tions be made. A repealof the Act would not only be undesirable in 
the interests of respectable traders, who suffer more than any one by 
adulteration, but it would be impracticable, the new law being very 
popular with the public, who have been led to believe by sensational 
writers that nearly everything offered for sale a¢food has been in some 
way tampered with, with a view to cheating. All the grocers can ex- 
pect to gain, therefore, iz to have the punishment for the sale of adul- 
terated goods applied to the guilty parties, and to have thespirit of the 
Act carried out, by relieving retail dealers from penulties unless it can 
be shown that they had a knowledge of the adulteration complained of. 
It is to be hoped that the invitations to the retailers to act, which are 
signed by the National Chamber of Trade, and which will be delivered 
toa leading grocer in each of over 1,000 towns before the end of the week, 
will be acted upon at once and with vigour, for the battle the grocers 
have to fight isahard one, as the public have toogenerally adopted the idea 
that the adulteration of Tea is effected in this country. Many grocers aa 
yet take no interest in the question, because local analysts have not as yet 
appeared in their districts. But they may be appointed at any moment, in 
the present state ofthe public mind, and if the local authorities neglect to 
appoint analysts, the local Government Board is empowered to step in 
and do it for them. The question is thus one which interests every 
tradesman in the kingdom, for each of them, without exception, may, 
at any moment, have their characters and businesses injured or ruined 
by prosecutions for acts of which they are innocent. As to the form of 
the memorials, it is desirable that they should be as various as possible, 
but care shuuld be taken that they are signed by the whole of the trade, 
and that the fact be brought under the notice of the members. The points 
on which the grocers have to complain of the Act are numerous, but the 
chief complaints are seven in number : —First, that they are punished 
for adulteration committed by others, and of which it is in many 
cases simply impossible for them to know anything ; secondly, that the 
real adulterators, or those interested in adulteration, are not punished, 
while persons of unblemished character are treated as felons for simply 
selling, without deriving any additional benefit from the alleged fraud, 
adulterated articles which other persons had made or imported ; 
thirdly, that whole branches of the trade, such as those in Green Tea, 
mustard, and soluble cocoa, which have been carried on for generations 
without complaint, are suddenly and without notice branded as 
criminal ; fourthly, that though the magistrates tell the grocers that 
they have a remedy and should analyse every sample of every article 
they buy, that this remedy is totally and preposterously impracticable ; 
fifthly, that by analysing goods in detail and at haphazard, instead of 
at the fountain head in large parcels and on system, adulteration is 
not thoroughly stopped ; sixthly, that chemical or absolute purity 
is expected, instead of the relative purity practicable in goods 
made on a large scale and not in a laboratory; seventhly, that 
the Government accepts 6d. per Ib. duty on Toa, which it after- 
wards prosecutes the retail grocer for selling, though it is really 
itself a partner in any guilt there may be on the part of the original 
adulterator, for both he and the Government benefit by any weight 
added, the adulterator by selling cheaper articles as Tea, and the 
Government by receiving the Tea duty on other substances. The 
grocer, on the other hand, does not gain a fraction by such addition of 
weight to the Tea before it reaches him, as he has to pay for the full 
weight which he receives. As to the remedies, four have been sugges- 
ted—First, that the Customs should be called upon to analyse all Teas 
in bond, but this proposal is now generally abandoned as not practi- 
cable ; the next is that the health officers or analysts should have the 
power of entering bonded warehouses at their pleasure, and seizing 
adulterated Tea ; the third suggestion is that of the City Commission- 
era of Sewers, who ask that powers of searching ships in harbour and of 
seizing adulterated cargoes may be given to themselves and to similar 
bodies ; the fourth is the suggestion adopted by the Dealers’ Committee, 
that the dock company should draw samples of each parcel of Tea, and 
send it to the sanitary authorities, who should then decide whether the 
Tea might be entered for home consumption or not. All these solu- 
tions would probably answer the grocers’ purposes, but that of the 
dealers has the advantage of not touching the property of aliens, or 
of those simply using London or Liverpool as ports of transhipment 
or of export. After peaceably consuming Green Tea for two centuries, 
we have suddenly found out that it is a crime to buy or to sell it. But 
till we can persuade the Americans, Canadians, Germans, Spaniards, 
and Portuguese to join us in our new zeal for purity, and to agree with 
us as to what constitutes sufficient adulteration to justify the seizure 
of [legally] unclean things like Green Tea, or similar commodities, 
wherever and whenever they may be found, it would be very hard to 
seize property belonging to or designed for them, apart from the mani- 
fest breach of international law, which such a course would lead to 
when the property belonged to aliens, We have enough to do to make 
our own nation virtuous by Act of Parliament, before authorising our 
sanitary authorities to become moral teachers to mankind at large. 





At a meeting of the Macclesfield Chamber of Commerce the Adul- 
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teration of Tea formed asubject for discussion. Mr. E. Clarke, formerly 
of China, observed that several meetings of the Tea Trade had been 
held in London and throughout the country on the subject. It seemed 
to be the idea of the Government that if they appointed officers to in- 
spect the tea in bond, supposing these officers inadvertently allowed 
some adulterated tea to escape their notice, they would be held respon- 
sible. He did not think so. Any man in the hurry of business might 
make such a mistake, but he failed to see any particular responsibility 
resting on the Government, and consequently he could not see why 
Government could put that forward as a bar to doing something to re- 
move the grievance. The thing was not so difficult after all. He would 
ask them to go to China (in imagination), where the tea was bought, 
and say that a chop of common Congou was about to be purchased. 
First of all samples were sent in of this chop—which was 600 chests 
of tea—by the teaman, these samples are tested by Europeans by 
means of very carefully-prepared decoctions, and according to the taste 
the value of the tea was decided upon. Suppose also that one of these 
chops of 600 cheats of tea is bought by the European ; in China the 
teamen had very large warehouses ; after tasting the samples 
the next thing to be done was to proceed to the warehouse to 
see whether the bulk corresponded with the samples. Ten or 
fifteen or twenty chests would be selected out of the chop, the 
Chinaman would empty the ten into baskets, and this was 
what was called examining the tea in bulk. Satisfied by the 
examination of these ten chests that the whole 600 chests of 
the chop are of the same quality, the purchase was made by the 
European at the price agreed to. If the merchant can do this sort 
of thing in China in reference to the hundred million of pounds of tea 
sent to England every year, it surely could not be very difficult to do 
it in England on the arrival of the tea, to ascertain whether or not it 
had been adulterated. They had no idea of the tricks of the tea trade, 
and he was convinced that if the Government would appoint a class of 
analysts for this purpose, in two years there would be no adulteration. 
Of course the Government should have the power in case of clear de- 
tection of fraud by adulteration to confiscate and destroy the tea ; this 
would operate in China in the most wholesome manner. At present it 


-was used as an argument against the Government that as they received 


6d. a pound duty on tea, the Government were accessories to the fraud 
of adulteration. He did not take that view. The gross importation 
of tea to this country was 110 millions of pounds ; supposing this 
country consumed seventy millions of pounds, the Government getting 
6d. per pound duty on that quantity realised about £1,250,000 (minus 
collection) a year on tea. Out of that sum the Government could very 
easily afford to employ analysts at the various ports, and he thought it 
was the proper course to take to give the public unadulterated tea and 
remove the grievance of the retail dealers and grocers. He repeated, 
however, that confiscation of the article immediately on fraud being 
found out was the only effectual means to adopt, for so long as the door 
was open in England for the perpetration of this fraud there would be 
found people in China who would do it. ; 


In answer to a question as to who would suffer the loss in case of 
confiscation, Mr. Clarke said that those who were parties to the fraud 
would be the sufferers in the long run. He considered that the China- 
man was not to blame; he had been induced to this sort of thing ; 
there were a whole lot of people out in the East who would humbug 
you if they could. The moment such a measure became law it would 
be telegraphed to China, and measures would be immediately taken to 
prevent adulteration. A merchant understands very well what he is 
buying in China, and no merchant will be so foolish as to make advances 
on an article and take the risk of its being adulterated, und consequently 
taken from him and destroyed. There is every door op2n in England 
to fraud of this kind ; there are no trades more defrauded than the tea 
and cotton trades, and this system of fraud is likely to continue so long 
as the Government do not try to put a stop toit. He thought the 
Chamber would do well to adopt the memorial of the Bristol Chamber 
of Commerce, leaving out the clause at the end aa to the granting of 
liberty for the re-exportation of the tea, _

THE VOYAGE OF THE “« CHALLENGER.” 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sir,—Your report of the progress of H.M.S. Challenger contains a 
curious inaccuracy. It is stated therein that Tristan d'Acunha is an 
inaccessible island ; whereas it is inhabited by:a small but fixed popu- 
lation. The group consists of three islands—({1) Tristan d@’Acunha, 
(2) Nightingale, (3) Inaccessible, whence the error. 

I have a most lively remembrance of the spot. On my voyage ta 
India, the captain determined to sight Tristan d’Acunha. He had 
planned his course so as to pass between that island and Inacceasible, 
keeping as far as possible from the latter. Hawever, owing tacurrents 
not marked on the chart or desoribed in the books on navigation on 
board the vessel, we found ourselves one night (to the dismay of the 
captain) entering a kind of strait, On our left rose for several hundred 
feet a long precipitous wall of bare smooth rock, as if cut down with 
a knife; on our right stretched another island, crook-shaped at the- 
furthest end, which appeared to shut us in and bar our course. The 
former island was Inaccessible, the latter Nightingala The captain, a 
man of strong nerve, said to me, “I am convinced there is a paasage, 
doubtful as it looks, ahead. However, whichever way it is, to tack ship 
is impossible, we must go on.” 

On we went, and fortunately escaped the fate of those two or three 
survivors who are always to be picked up by every ship that gaes near 
Nightingale Island. We, however, were not vouchsafed a thrilling 
rescue. Looking back, as the vessel sped on its way, we agreed that 
the two islands looked peculiarly picturesque from the open sea. 
Tristan d’Acunha lay to our left, looking like a dark cloud on the 
horizon.—I am, &c., : Cuas.
